It is the woman shopper- who is to blame for 
the shocking conditions revealed recently by 
various minimum wage investigations. 

It is your fault if an appalling per cent of 
working girls fall into ill health, melancholia 
or immorality. 

‘Perhaps you've been rather pluming yourself 
upon your thrift and good mianagement: The 
fact that shrewd Yankee men have permitted 
their wives to become the national spenders tes- 
tify to your superior scent for a bargain. 


And you have been rather proud of the trust, 
aye even to the whole pay envelope, reposed 
in you? ‘You may have respected that by patron- 
iving bargain sales and buying an article for 
79c worth 98c you were getting ahead of some 
cruel shopkeepers. According to your critics of 
last week you are taking the difference out of 
the pocket of the poor little girl or mother of 
a family who made the article. You are scramb- 
ling for the chance to encourage a system which 
arbitrarily takes money out of the pay envelope 
of the worker. The seamstress or weaver or 
embroiderer may have ‘worked full time and her 
skil] have been up to the mafk, but at the end 
cf the week she found. some of her work adjudged 
“seconds” and paid’ for accordingly, to: furnish 
you with a Mohday morning bargain “leader.”

tutions and their waiting lists are directly attrib- 
vtable to the American woman shopper. 

Yes, and if you don’t realize all these things, 
dear Mrs. Shopper, it is because, although you 
know all about the religions of China and the 
canals in Mars -you refuse to learn about the 
sources of your own clothes. 

These are a few, not all the remarks I heard 
made about you at the conference of the National 
Consumers’ League assembled here last 
Wednesday. : 

Rather harsh judgment wasn’t it? It is no 
‘wonder the meetings were scantily attended. And 
these meetings were more successful in that re- 
spect than some of their previous meetings, ac- 
cording to pretty Miss Alice Jaynes who in clos- 
ing her address thanked her audience for their 
attendance. 

“At one place where I talked the audience got 
up and straggled out,” said she, “until only one 
person was left. I thanked that ofie person and 
she replied. ‘Oh, that’s all right. I am the next 
speaker?” 

Although your critics don’t leave you much 
ground to stand on if it is any consolation to 
you, matters might have been much worse had it 
not been for the floods. Some of the most pow- 
erful speakers of the league, Mrs. Elmer BE. 
Black; Mrs. Frederick Wathan and Mrs. John 
Graham Brooks, the president, were prevented 
frdm arriving as scheduled. 

As it was, when such ready tongued and ready- 
witted speakers as Mrs. Florence Kelley, the Na- 
tional secretary from New York; Miss Jean 
Gordon New Orleans and Miss Mary Wiggin of 
Massachusetts prosecuted your case you might as 
well have plead guilty at the start. 


MRS. KELLEY, UNCOMPROMISING 


AND BITTER, LEAVES NO QUARTER 
SPECIALLY should you have quailed be- 
EF neath the scorn and dertsion of Florence 
Kelley. Unlike her former associate and 
friend the saintly and patient Jane Addams, Mrs. 
Kelley’s plain-spokenness, her bitterness, her 
irony alongwith her ready fund of statistics 
aud incontrovertible evidence, together with her 
uncompromising attitude, toward offenders, left 
no quarter. Maybe you would have found cour- 
age to rise and pratest that perhaps the rich 
employer, the unequal distribution of wealth, 
political inequality and a few other influences 
over which you have no control are responsible 
for existing evils among poorly paid and poorly 
conditioned workers. | 

If so, you would have found yourself quickly 
silenced by the fell rejoinder: 

“The employer is clay in the hands of the 
gentlest women shoppers. He is the most sensi- 
tive being in the world to your criticism, praise 
or Blame. You know he will pave his floors 
with gold for your treading if enough of you re- 
quest him to.” 

Miss Wiggin went even farther than blaming 
the women shoppers in exonerating the employ- 
ers. | 7 
“What right have we,” asked she, “‘to ask an 
employer to pay $8.to workers who are not, worth 
$3, when our public schools fit boys and girls 
for Oxford and Wellesley but not for immediate 
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When you heard the inal for an eight-hour 
day for women wage earners, maybe some of you 
housewives would have been tempted to remark 
unsympathetically that your worsing day is often 
longer than eight hours—and you draw no wages 
either. 

Miss Wiggin would have retorted again: 

“Dishwashing is" but one of your tasks, you 
say. But suppose you had to stand before a ma- 
chine which fed you dishes to wash hour upon 
hour and day after day. Suppose you had to 
jump always to catch the next dish. And failing 
to catch it meant going without a meal or two. 
Is this the same as being one’s own mistress and 
ordering one’s work to suit oneself?’ 

Pleading guilty, then your next quesvon would 
be, what are you going to do about it? 

Miss Gordon would have answeréd you prompt- 
lv enough as she did in one instance. 

“You are to realize first that each of 
you is your sister’s keeper. If you believe that 
you can depend on man-made and man-adminis- 
tered government to protect women and children, 
just go and sit as I did through a session of the 
Legislature. In Louisiana men fought to con- 
serve the oyster and the shrimp in their beds 
in the sand until they attained maturity but they 
would not lift their fingers to protect the little 
children from youth-destroying industries. If 
after an experience sugh as ‘mine you remain an 
indifferent or an anti-suffragist, then you are 
a fit subject for an institution for the feeble- 
minded. Failing to obtain political power, wom- 
an’s next best move is to realize that as a con- 
sumer—she can decide the fate . any industry— 
tc realize that the consumer is the: umpire, the 
referee. Your next step is to join other consum- 
ers in concerted action and .djust prices, wage 
scales and working conditions.” 

And here we've been taught by cartoonists and 
writers to think of the poor consumer as the most 
abused figure of modern times! 

HE Consumers’ League is not an overly 
T optimistic body of women. It seemg to 
know that in educating so large a body 
of beings as may come under the title of con- 
sumers to a seftse that they alone are responsible 
for all-the pain and sin and misery of low-paid 
labor they have the most stupendous problem in 
the world before them. Still it proceeds un- 
daunted. 

A Congressman to whom a member outlined 
the plan exclaimed: “Why, it will take you a 
hundred years to make a start!” 

“Then we must not lose a moment’s time,” re- 
plied the member. 

Another story was told at one of the meetings 
of a woman who already had the “Consumers’ 
League conscience.” In ante-bellum days she 
had refused to use cotton and sugar because of 
her sympathy with the slaves in the South who 
produced it. Nowadays she will not use any 
printed cottons because of what she knows of 
conditions in the textile mills of the East. 

“She might as well declare she will not wear 
any silk or wool. She may as well say she will 
not use bread or meat, canned goods, coffee, 
candy or almost any other commodity,” said 
Kelley. “But conditions of the workers would 
remain the same. Individually we can do noth- 
ing. Collectively; by agreeing to certain agree- 
ments, a few of which the Consumers’ League 
have already got upon a working basis, we can 
do anything we want with the manufacturers. 
The white label awarded to a factory or store 
after due investigation and favorable report, will

gathering of the kind which St. Louis has seen 

was considerably different from previous ones. 

A few years ago, we used to see delegates of 
commercial clubs, singing “Fourteen Feet 
Through the Valley,” telling just what a deep 
waterway would do to freight rates, and ready 
to swing any sort of political club that might 
get another vote at Washington for an umpty- 
million appropriation. 

Last week, the badge-wearing visitors, some 
of whom had come through floods to get here, 
were just as much in earnest. But they were not 
thinking of freight rates or methods of naviga- 
tion. They were tmpressed not with the river 
as a commercial asset and a means,.of lowering 
the cost of living, but with the river as a menace 
t. property and business, and a means of lessen- 
ing their chances of living at all. 

The Drainage Congress men are putting the 

matter up to Congress, just as the deep water- 
way men did. They are making their plea more 
pressing, as representing not merely something 
that ought to be done, but something that will 
simply have to be done. 

And with all the death and damage of a 
historic flood season in our minds, the drain- 
age idea has fairly submerged the 14-feet move- 
ment, .. ne wos Tia 

But Isham Randolph, the biggest canal digger 
living save Col. Goethals, says the two move- 
ments come to the same thing, and that flood 
protection will mean the deep waterway. 

Randolph can qualify as an. expert on the 
Lakes-to-the-Gulf deep waterway, for he built 
the first 38 miles of it. He was the chief en- 
gineer of the Chicago Drainage Canal, the big 
ditch that St. Louis fussed about. and litigated 
acainst for years. The first 36 of the 38 miles of 
the canal are navigable for any boat that sails 
the Great Lakes.

T HE Chicago engineer was also a member of 


the International Commission of Engi- 
ama Canal. He supported the lock plan, which pre-

vailed, against the sea-level proposal. He and

Randolph told a Post-Dispatch reporter, after 
delivering his address at the Drainage Congress 
at the Planters Thursday afternoon, that flood 
prevention would mean a deep waterway. 

“Old Gen. Marshall, of the Army engineering 
corps at New Orleans, used to say,” remarked 
Randolph, “that he didn’t give a d—— for the 
waterway idea, but that if he could protect the 
Mississippi Valley against floods, he’d make a 
deep waterway in spite of himself. 

“Build continuous levees along the Mississippi, 
and run them up into the Missouri, the Ohio, the 
Arkansas and other tributary streams, and there 
would soon be all the water that anybody would 
want for navigation—14 feet and then some. 

“T am not undertaking to say what it would 
cost,” he said in answer to a question. “Did 
you ever see an engineer who knew what a thing 
was going to cost? 

“Reports which I suppose were reliable showed 
that, up to a year or so ago, the Government had 
spent $22,000,000 on levees, and the states twice

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“Local resources did not appear equal to tie 
work, and the VUnicago man’s recommendations 
were disregarded, with the consequences whi«h 
everyone KNOWS. 

‘“‘Now there is need for a central, comprehen- 
sive plan of flood prevention, and of a systemat- 
ized administration of the whole work. For that 
purpose, I believe, nothing less than a new 
bureau of the Federal Government wii suf*ice. 

“A Department of Public Works should be 
created, its head to be a member of the Presi- 
dent’s Cabinet. If it were possivle, the secre- 
tary of public works should hold office virtually 
for life, without regard to political changes in 
the Government, so that he might formulate and 
carry out the great work as a unit. 

“But it is not possible to provide, or to expect, 
that this Cabinet place would be an exception to 
the rule of rotation in office. So, as the next 
best thing, and possibly fully as good a thing, 
it will be necessary to give him a subordinate 
who will have long tenure. 

“This permanent official should be the Com- 
niissioner of Public Works second in command 
to the secretary, and the statutes creating the 
new department should provide that he would 
hold his place until disqualified by age or ill- 
ness, or removed for misconduct. 

“The work of a permanent character should 
be in his charge, to work out into a great and 
comprehensive plan that will benefit anu pro- 
tect all parts of the country, and will not. harm 
one to help another.

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THE PRESIDENT’S FIRST MESSAGE PERSONALLY DE-

OF NEWSPAPERS REPRESENTING VARIOUS SHADES OF 


POLITICAL BELIEF. 


HEN it was announced that President Wilson intended reverting 
to the custom of Washington and Adams in delivering his mes- 
sage to ‘Congress personally, many members and some editors 

were alarmed. They feared that the refined separation of the legislative 


and executive branches was in danger. Now that the speech has been de- 
livered simply and without ostentation the adverse note is almost entirely 


absent from comment on the incident.

Mr. Wilson's declara- 
tion that the President of the United States “is 
a@ person, not a mere department of the Govern- 
ment,” probably sounded better than it reads. 
The Chief Magistrate’s office has never been re- 
garded as an “isolated island,” and why should 
his “power” be “jealous?” The danger, therefore, 
is obvious that the messages, under the new or- 
der, may contain too many oratorical phrases of 
that sort, which will not well bear inspection in 
print. There is another point of view from which 
the direct delivery of the message deserves con- 
sideration. The President’s address was applaud- 
ed yesterday. Perhaps the audible expression of 
approval was grateful to him. But if approval 
in Congress of a President's message, delivered 
orally by him, is to be expressed in applause, may 
disapproval also be expressed? Surely a presi- 
dent courting and receiving applause may also 
run the risk of being hissed. Mr. Wilson acquit- 
ted himself admirably in his first attempt, but we 
do not believe that, however favorably his per- 
sonality impressed Congress, his message will 
impress the nation more deeply than it would 
if it had been sent by a messenger and read by 
a clerk. 


A Ceremonial Episode.

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NEW‘MRS. CARNEGIE’ 
ROSE WONDERFUL 
FLOWER 


Blossom Is Seven Inches Across and the 
Tint and the Perfume Are Said to 
Be Extraordinary. 


ABERDEEN, Scotland, April 12.—There is much 
anxiety of mind among the rose enthusiasts in the 
United Kingdom, The “Mrs. Andrew Carnegie” 
rose cannot be had until the autumn of this year. 
The growers in Aberdeen positively refuse to sup- 
ply any meantime. 

It is a remarkable rose. It gained the gold 
medal at the great National Rose Society’s show 
in Regent Park, London, and was especially ad- 
mired by Queen Alexandra, 

American growers have been endeavoring to 
get all the stock. They have offered tempting 
sums to make a “corner” in this particular 
variety, but without success. ft is a rose that 
experts think would take a prominent position in 
the United States. Andrew Carnegie placed with 
the growers, Messrs. Cocker, the largest order in 
value that has ever been paid for any vareity of 
single rose. 

The “Laird of Skibo” has a magnificent rose 
garden at Skibo Castle. A marvelous \collection 
of the best varieties for exhibition, for perfume, 
for quaint association. But the new flower is 
the rose of the season, in fact of the century, so 
far. The stems are three to four feet long and 
the flower measures seven inches across. The 
leaves are large, beautifully formed and of an 
aristocratic appearance. 

This rose is the more wonderful for its tint and 
perfume. The parents are the Frau Karl Drushki 
and the Nippetos. Both are scentless and yet the 
‘Mrs. Andrew Carnegie” has’ a tempting perfume. 
Moreover, the Drushki rose is white with rather 
a sameness, but the new bloom, while in color it 
is almost white outside, is of a pale primrose on 
the inside petals—a soft lemon white, which has 
aroused the keenest admiration. 

Six dollars each plant in a pot will be about the 
price, it is believed, but nothing definite may be 
said. 

Great interest is taken by Mrs. Carnegie in the 
culture of, roses and the Aberdeen growers are 
called upon to advise. Their triumphs in this 
line began when they took up the study of the 
Mendol system—selecting, rejecting and hybridiz- 
ing. 

Skibo is noted now for its gardens, though 
years ago when Carnegie bought the estate the 
old place was much neglected. He has practically 
rebuilt the castle. It is a splendid building, 
really a show place. The terraces, walks, shrub- 
beries, gardens, fish ponds, are all unique in their 
way. Last year the Laird had a picturesque 
house built on the estate, a considerable distance 
from the castle, and this is being used by the 
family as a quiet residence when the hurry and

EXPLAINS DIRECT ACTION 


Says Worker’s Clean Hands 
Contain More Poison Than 
Is Needed to Win Fight. 
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The goal of industrial unionism is in- 
dustrial ownership of the ‘‘tools of 
production” and the goal is to be: 
gained by ‘“‘direct action” and sabotage, 
according to Joseph J. Ettor of Law- 
fence, Mass., strike leade> and ewriter, 
who spoke Saturday at the City Club. 
. “The purpose of industrial unionism,”’ 
he said, “it not merely to shorten hours 
and increase wages, but to march to- 
ward ownership of workshops and 
mines and all the machinery of pro- 
duction by the working classes. You 
gay we will have opposition. We ex- 
pect opposition. This is class war. 

“You have heard that we believe in 
sabotage. Well, we-do. By that we do 
not mean that waiters should poison 
the soup of capitalists. That isn’t sa- 
botage. That is capitalism. Capitalism 
poisons food and adulterates drugs. It | 
sabotages the milk of babies. Capitalism | 
practices it systematically. We prac-. 
tice it for the satisfaction it gives in 
the class conflict. 


Calls Capitalists Murderers. 
“Capitalists take pencil and paper and 


figure how much water and how much 
poison they can put in food to make 
large profits. That is murder. 
“The workers’ right to strike is no 
longer disputed. Strikers used to leave 
their tools in the shops and nonunion 
men broke into their tool boxes and 
used their tools. Later the workers, 
when they struck, carried their tools 
away with them. They had a right to 
take their tools home because they 
owned them. It was simply a proposi- 
tion of putting their tools on strike as 
well as themselves. Now machines 
have taken the place of tools and ma- 
chines cannot be carried away. But 
the machines are as much ours as the 
tools were. So we put the machines on 
strike without carrying them away. : 
That is the sabotage that we practice. 
“You want to know how we do it. 
It is. no secret, but it would do you 
no good toknow. That is up to the 
workers. Is it done bv! the McNa- 
mara trick? No, we iion’t destroy 
the machines, betause we expect to 


own them. But we fey them in such

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SAFETY AT SEA 
ONE YEAR AFTER 
TITANIC SINKING 


Chances of Another Such Disas- 
ter Greatly Lessened by Adop- 
tion of Life Saving Appliances. 

U. §S. ESPECIALLY STRICT 

Italy and Austria-Lead Among 
European Nations in Improve- 


ments—Summary of Work 
Accomplished. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, April 12.—The Titanic 
was sunk April 15, 1912 (one year ago 
Tuesday), and 1517 of her pasengers and 

crew were lost. 

Thrilled with horror of this most not- 
able tragedy of the sea, the civilized 
world began an eager searching for its 
causes and for means of safeguarding 
the future. What has been the result? 

Comprehensive inquiry by the Post- 
Dispatch in Europe as well as in the 
United States shows that a definite an- 
swer is not yet possible. It is beyond 
question that marked improvement in 
conditions has come, and that the effort 
toward further improvement is being 
energetically combined, for the most 
part. But it would seem also to be true 
that in some quarters the impulse of a 
year ago is losing force. 

The approaching internatinal confer- 
ence in London, at which is to be con- 
sidered. the promulgation of laws regu- 
lating travel at sea, to which all na- 
tlons are to become signatory, may go 
far toward changing this aparent in- 
difference. In the mean time, there is 
authority for saying that Italy and Aus- 
tria, alone among European powers, 
have measured up to the new standards 
now in effect in the United States. 


Maritime Countries of Europe. 
Summarized, the situation in the prin- 


cipal maritime countries of Europe is 
as follows: 

England—Boat drills, carried on for a 
time with rigor, are now required only 
as the lines themselves see fit. The 
new rules governing lifesaving appli- 
ances, submitted to Parliament, but 
never considcred there, are technica)- 
ly in force, but without any guarantee 
of enforcement. Extra boats are car- 
ried sufficient for the entire ship's 
companies, but means of effective 
launching are still lacking. Lines are 
more careful regarding the characte- 
of the men employed. 

Germany—It is doubtful whether ade- | 
quate lifeboat equipment is at all times 
carried. Good inspection of lifeboats 
is maintained, and drills in getting 
them ready for use are gone through 
before sailing. Efforts are being made 
to train a larger proportion of crews 
in the use of sea-Oars. Ship's officers 
are now examined in wireless teleg- 
raphy. 

France—An apparent emasculation of 
the drastic law of 1907 has come about. 
Under this law ships of the first class 
are liable to examination only at the 
request of the owners, the consequence 
being a determination to get into the 
first class by any means possible. Strict 
inspection of liable vessels before clear- 
ance is maintained, and drills in fire- 
fighting and the abandoning of ships at 
sea are insisted upon. 

Holland—Collapsible boats of ade- 
quate capacity carried by all passenger 
vessels. Port drills have been largely 
abandoned as a result of the practice 
of discharging crews immediately upon 
arrival in port and reshipping only on 
the day of sailing. Drills at sea main- 
tained. 

Italy—Strict enforcement of new 
American requirements of boat. ca- 
pacity equal to ten persons per meas- 
ureship ton. Close inspection as to ca- 
pacity and equipment of lifeboats main- 
tained. Instruction to steerage pas- 
rengers in the use of life-belts given on 
all lines. 

Austria—Life-boat capacity for on- 
tire complement of passengers and 
crew, without hindrance to oarsmen. 
Three practiced oarsmen required for 
each ordinary boat and four for each 
life-boat. Posting required of fire and 
water alarm rolls showing place of 
each passenger and each member of the 
crew. Double bottoms required on all 
vessels over 346 feet in length. 

As Inspector Ubler Sees It. 

George Uhler, Supervising Inspector- 
General of the United States Steam- 
boat Inspector Service, believes that 
there has been greater improvement in 
the general situation than this sum- 
mary of the Post-Dispatch inquiry 
would indicate. In a statement to the 
Post-Dispatch Uhler said: 

“Since the Titanic went down I have 
inspected many transatlantic liners, 
and I know of my own personal knowl- 
edge that nearly every steamship land- 
ing at the port of New York now car- 
ries a sufficient number of lifeboats 
and rafts to care for every passenger 
on board in case these boats were 
called into use. I also know that the 
officials of the big lines have cut down 
the number of passengers to be oarried 
in order to fulfill promises made re- 
garding a sufficient number of life- 
boats for passengers and crew. 

“Our drill regulations are especially 
stringent. It is the duty of every mas- 
ter or smate of an American vessel to 
call at least once a week all hands to 
quarters and exercise them in the ma- 
neuvers and practice of unlashing and 
swinging out of lifeboats; in the use 
of fire pumps and all other apparatus 
for the safety of life. The crew is 
given instruction in the adjustment of 
life preservers and educating passen- 
gers and others in this procedure. 
These drills must be entered upon the 
ateamer’s log-book, and failure to com- 
ply with the provision means either 
the suspension of the responsible offi- 
cer or the revoking of his license. 

“The nations,” concluded Uhiler, 
“have learned a lesson no less far- 
reaching ‘than the disaster itself 
Steamship companies have been brought 
to realize that other things are needed 
to form part of a. ship's equipment than 
swimming pools, bowling alleys, eleva-

Angert balked forthwith. He was 
smoking a pipe—a habit which he may 
have picked up in London, where pipe- 
smoking is held to be more high-toned 
than the incineration of cigarettes. He 
plucked his pipe from his mouth and 
pleaded, with the serious-minded air of 
an advocate at the bar: 

“Don’t start anything funny. I 
didn’t go to London to start a Pujo 
inquiry into the nature and elements of 
the British joke. I went there on busi- 
ness—strictly business. i transacted my 
business and came. back home. I'm 
here again ready for business—serious 
business, remember. Nothing happened 
on my trip outside of hard work that 
I recall, except that a young stage 
woman died mysteriously on the ship 
going over, and that wasn’t funny.” 

Angert made it plain that he is not 
seeking a reputation—that is, a wider 
reputation—as a funny man, and above 
all he flees from the wrath to come on 
the heels of being known as a poet. He 
branched off into a discussion of the 
perils which poetizing produces in the 
path of a professional man whose work 
has to do with the serious business of 
the world. 

The late Eugene H. Ware of Kansas 
got into the talk. Ware, as many are 
aware, was a lawyer of wide repute. 
Also he wrote much verse, some of 
which was poetry, but he published all 
of it under the disguise of “Ironquill,”’ 
and even when William Dean Howells 
finally “discovered” him as a poet he 
refused to publish under his name. 

One of Ware's Stories. 

A story which Ware once told the re- 
porter was related to Angert. Ware 
said he had won a piece of important 
litigation which took him into the New 
York courts. His client was delighted 
and paid over a big fee. 

“Come up to my country place in Con- 
necticut and pass a week end with me,” 
invited the client. Ware went. After 
dinner attorney and client sat talking. 
‘“‘There’s a fellow out your way,” sald 
the client, “who writes a lot of poetry, 
and his name’s Ware. Ever hear of 
him?’ : 

‘“‘Well,” admitted “Tronquill,” hesitat- 
ingly, “I reckog¢ I have. He lives in 
Topeka, my town.” 

“And what does the fellow do for a 
living?”

week’s engagement yesterday afternoon 
at the Coliseum. It is not the daring 
feats of horsemanship or the cowboys 
or cowgirls, the expert lassoists, the 
bucking bronchos, the Indians, the stage 
coach robbery, the herd of buffalo and 
long-horned cattle, or the exemplifi- 
cation of the unwritten horsethief law, 
that make the show particularly in- 
teresting. These things can be seen at 
almost any wild west performance. 

But, for one thing, there is Iron Tail. 
This is the name of an Indian chief. 
He is interesting because (on the word 
of a highly veracious press agent) it 
was his profile that the artist used as 
a design for the new nickels, which 
young women cashiers hand back to 
you with the polite remark, “‘This must 
be your pocket piece.”” Iron. Tail is 
from the Pine Ridge Reservation in 
North Dakota. He is about 8%) years 
old and looks like the bas-relief on the 
new coins. 

Also Rocky Mountain Hank. 

Then there is Rocky Mountain 
Hank, driver of the stage coach. He 
is a typical oldtime Indian fighter, 
about seven feet tall, with long hair 
and whiskers. He does not put on a 
“make-up” when he goes into the 
arena. He just looks natural. Rocky 
Mountain Hank is about 70 years 
old. He fought Indians on the West- 
ern frontier in the early days, and 
can tell of many thrilling battles and 
escapes. 

When the show first opens a young 
man riding a white Arabian horse 
leads the procession around the ring. 
He is Joe C. Miller, one of the own- 
ers of “101 Ranch.” The particular 
thing to observe is the saddle on 
which Miller rides, because it is the 
finest one in the United States (again 
according to the veracious p. a.) and 
perhaps in the world, costing ‘$5200. 
The saddle is made of embossed 
leather with hand-carved silver 
mountings. 

The front and back sides of the 
cantle are set with precious stones, 
spelling out the names ‘101 Ranch” 
and “Joe CC. Miller.” Some of the 
mountings are decorated with cattle 
heads, of which the eyes are said to 
be diamonds. 

Miller last year gave a saddle to 
the Oklahoma State Historical Socie- 
ty that was said to have cost $4500. 
He said the reason he gave the other 
one to the historical society was be- 
cause he wanted to perpetuate the 
memory of “101 Ranch.” 

Another feature of the show is a drove 
of “outlaw horsés.” These animals can- 
not be broken to saddle or harness. 
They are the bucking bronchos. Tho 
wise individyal who says cockleburs are 
put under the saddle to make the horses 
buck is mistaken. These horses are 
wild. Whenever they begin to show 
signs of domesticity they are shipped 
back to the ranch and another bunch 
sent to the show. Riding these ‘‘out- 
laws’ is the most dangerous feat of the 
performance. 

There is also a little Indian} girl, 
known as “Sunshine.’”’ That is not her 
real name, for it is about seven miles 
long, but that is her name to the cir- 
cus family. ‘“‘Sunshine’’ is the belle of 
the tribe, and of all the 62 Indians with 
the show she is the only one who pos- 
sesses real beauty. f 
The “101 Ranch” is at Bliss, Ok. It 
is said to be the largest ranch in the 
United States, and was given that name 
because it has 101,000 acres. 


U. S. SMARTEST NAVAL

100 MUCH WATER 


Excessive Rains and Floods 
Cause Worry as to Probability 
of Planting. 


The weather has not been favorable 
for cotton during the past few days. 
Very heavy rains have fallen Over @ 
large portion of the cotton belt, and 
in the vicinity of Little Rock nearly 
9.56 inches of rain fell in less than 
24 hours. Heavy rains aitso occurred 
in the Memphis district. High water 
still menaces the Lower Mississippi 
levees and several breaks have oc- 


curred above Memphis, the latest 
being on the Arkansas side about 25 
miles below Osceola, near Wilson, 
where considerable territory is likely 
to be covered with water. Planting, 
however, has not been commenced 
along the river and, judging from the 
experience of revious years, the 
crop may not suffer to any great ex- 
tent even in the overflowed districts. 

In other sections of the cotton beit, 
notably in Texas and in Georgla, the 
land is being gvtten in excellent 
shape.

-“Not only are the terms of the new 
tariff bill very much what had been 
expected all along, but this week’s in- 
teresting announcements of the terms 
of the Pennsylvania and St. Paul securi-+ 
ty offers are a logical sequel to condi- 
tions which have for months past been 
the talk of investment markets. 

“That the great railway companies 
needed to raise large sums of money, 
but that they and the investment com- 
munity had got out of touch, and that 
the very temporary expedient of bor- 
rowing on short-term notes or bonds 
had been carried to the limit—these facts 
were plain to every intelligent observer. 

Two Forms of Loans. 

“The two manifest objections to this 
financing through short loans were, 
first, the fact that it was itself expen- 
sive, the rate of interest paid being al- 
most always high, and the commis- 
gions, especially if the loans, were re- 
newed at their maturing, being very 
onerous; second, the fact that the opera- 
tion was mere temporizing. Both argu- 
ments would naturally lose their force, 
if it were certain that when the one-to- 
three-year obligations should mature, 
the market for long-term bonds would 
ence more admit of financing on the 
old-time basis. 

“In thet case the short-term issues 

would be merely a stop gap, and they 
have doubtless been so regarded by the 
companies. 
“But, manifestly, if the repeated pro- 
longation of this process of temporary 
financing brought no sign of restoration 
of the 4-per-cent basis on investment 
markets, and if, meantime, the market 
had been showing some signs of being | 
surfeited with the short-term loans, then 
it was clearly forthe best interests of 
all concerned that the companies of un- 
doubted credit should break the deadlock 
and find what the basis actually is on 
which permanent loans will be taken 
by. investors. 

“Looked at from this point of view, 
this week's occurrences are favorable. 
Bven when regarded as a sign of de- 
preciated value in the older 4-per-cent 
securities, as compared with their for- 
mer rating, it must be remembered that 
al} the facts bearing upon the situation 
have been long familiar and have been 
‘discounted’ in the markets. 

“In due course we shall learn exactly 
what ig the bearing of the tariff-reduc-

The stock, 
amounting to 10,0 shares with a par 
value of $100 a share, had been pledged 
with the bank, the petition states, as 
collaterial security for an indebtedness 
owing the bank by the Tennessee Con- 
struction Co. It is set forth that the 


collateral is reasonably worth $1,500,000. 
The court is asked to require Pierce 
either to surrender the security or pay 
to the bank its equivalent, $1,500,000. 
Besides, judgment is asked for $25,000 
damages resulting to the bank on ac- 
count of the retention of the property 
by Pierce. 

The suit was filed at 6:30 p. m. by 
George Lockett Edwards and Edward 
D’Arcy, attorneys for the Bank of 
Commerce. They- telephoned Alex M. 
Lewis, chief deputy in the Circuit Clerk’s 
office, who had gone to his home, and he 
returned to the office and docketed the 
petition. It then was placed in the hands 
of Deputy Sheriff A. M. Harrison, who 
was instructed by the- attorneys to serve 
it on Pierce at his home, 4 Vandeventer 
place. 

Deputy Unable to Get Service. 

Harrison was umdble to gét.: service on 
Fierce last Kight. When the officer 
went to thé home in Vandeventer place) * 
at 7 o'clock, accompanied by Attorney 
D’Arcy, the deputy sent in a card, which 
did not disclose his identity. Pierce, 
through his butler, sent word that he 
was at dinner and also was very tired 
and could not be seen. Then the deputy 
began a siege of the house, watching all 
front and back exits, until 10:30, when 
he departed. He was informed that 
Pierce would see him at his office to- 
morrow morning. 

An attempt was made by the Post- 
Dispatch last night to get a statement 
from Pierce. Early in the évening a 
reporter was met with the response that 
Pierce was not at home. At 11:30, when 
the reporter called again, Pierce’s butler 
said his employer had gone to bed and 
must not be disturbed. John D. John- 
son, Pierce’s personal attorney, declined 
to discuss the case. 

Feared Pierce Would Go East. 

Pierce arrived in St. Louis from New 
York a week ago. Edwards told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter that the bank was 
anxious to get service on the defendant 
before he left the city. It was rumored 
he had intended departing last night, 
the attorney said. 

Attorney Edwards, when asked by a 
Post-Dispatch reporter to illuminate the 
charges contained in the petition, re- 
ferred the reporter to either W. K. Bix- 
by, chairman of the executive commit- 
tee of the Bank of Commerce, or James 
Campbell, a director. Campbell, when 
questioned, said he was not familiar 
with the details, as the transaction took 
place before he became connected with 
the bank. 

Bixby could not be reached. President 
Ben. F. Edwards and Cashier J. A. 
Lewis declined te say anything. 

The petition sets forth that the Nash- 
ville Terminal stock was pledged with 
the bank “long prior to September, 1908. 
The Tennessee Construction Co. is refer- 
red to as ‘“‘a corporation under the laws 
of Missouri or a partnership, whose 
membership is unknown to the plaint- 
iff.” One of the attorneys explained 
this averment by saying he did not 
know whether the company had been in- 
corporated. The allegation is made that 
in September, 1908, or about that time, 
“the defendant wrongfully took said 
stock from possession of the plaintiff 
or possession of others holding it sub- 
jest to the plaintiff and converted the 
same to his own use and still unjustly 
retains the same.”’ 

The petition, covering two type- 
written pages, does not say in what 
way Pierce got hold of the stock. 
Attorney Edwards, when asked about 
this, answered, “That ‘is a long 
story.”

IN THAMES MUD 


Purse Discovered, Too, and Po- 
lice Believe Martin Was 
Thrown Into the River. 


HE DISAPPEARED APRIL 3 


Millionaire Last Seen at Auto 
Club and He Carried Large 
Sum of Money. 


By Associated Press, 
LONDON, April 13.—The pocketbook 


and opera hat, crushed and soiled, of 
Joseph W. Martin, millionaire of Mem- 
phis, Tenn., who has been missing since 
April 3, have teen found in the river 


mud of the Thames embankment, ac- 
cording to Lloyd’s Weekly News. 

Early today Scotland Yard acknowl- 
edged the discovery of Martin's pocket- 
book and hat, and expressed the fear 
that Martin had been thrown from the 
Hungerford Bridge into the Thames. 
The body has not yet been found. 

A workman foun¢ the pocket book and 
hat on the morning after the night of 
Martin's disappearance. He was un- 
able to read or write and thought noth- 
ing of the matter until he heard a fel- 
low workman yesterday reading a 
newspaper account of the missing man, 
He told the story to the foreman, who 
accompanied him home, and examined 
the pocketbook which was ripped open 
the leather being torn. 

Contained Passage Ticket. 

The pocketbook contained Martin's 
passage ticket on the Cunard line steam- 
er and a dozen visiting cards inscribed 
“J. W. Martin, Memphis, Tenn.’’ 

Various other cards were found includ- 
ing an honorary membership card for 
the Royal Automobile Club, showing 
that he had been nominated by Lockhart 
Anderson, a London merchant, at whose 
flat in Park place, St. James, Martin 
had been staying. The pocketbook bore 
the initials * ‘J. W. M.” stamped in gilt. 

‘hese “articngs. are now in possession 


of the polite. 
workman who found the afticles to shail 
spot of the discovery and made a thor- 
cugh examination. It is believed the 
pocketbook and opera hat were thrown 
into the river over the parapet. 

Martin was last seen outside of the 
Royal Auto Club on the night of April 
3. He was then in evening clothes and 
mentioned an appointment with a wom- 
an. The mysterious disappearance of 
the American millionaire has caused a 
sensation and given Scotland Yard some 
anxious hours. Martin was supposed 
to have had a large sum of money when 
he disappeared. 

In the Weekly Dispatch it is suggest- 
ed the American’s disappearance is con- 
nected with a bet whico Martin made 
with an amateur detective, a friend of 
his. 

Chief Knows Nothing of It. 

The London Budget reports that the 
workman found the pocketbook on the 
Thames embankment; but that detec- 
tives found the battered opera hat un- 
der a bush in Temple Gardens. The po- 
lice incline to the theory that Martin 
was the victim of a foul play, but they 
cannot understand why, if Martin was 
on the embankment at so late an hour, 
he was not-noticed, as the locality is 
closely patroled and all persons are 
scrutinized by the police. 

Reynolds’ newspaper says Martin’s 
friends are inclined to believe he had 
m sudden seizure, as he suffered from 
fits, and is keeping his whereabouts se 
cret until he has recovered. Some 
thought he might be quietly recuperat- 
ing at a seaside resort. 

The evening papers say relatives of 
Martin, have authorized Boustead, 
Anderson & Co. to offer $2500 reward for 
news of his whereabouts. 

Martin is well known to the West End 
detectives, whose duties take them to 
night clubs like the Astor, the Cosmope!- 
itan and the Cabaret, and there is no 
longer a “shadow of doubt that he fre- 
quented those places with his friend 
Lockhart Anderson. 

Anderson was out all last night, re- 
turning to his flat at 7 Park place at 
6:30 a. m. The correspondent asked 
him particularly why he had not cir- 
culated around the cab shelters the offer 
of a reward to taxicab men in order to 
find the driver who took Martin away 
fro mthe automobile club, and also why 
he had not employed a good private de- 
tective agency.

RICHARDSON WILL 
PLEAD GUILTY AND 


Former Grain Dealer Hopes for

ft was learned last night by a Post- 
rispatch reporter that Arthur P. Rich- 
ardson of 6563 Cates avenue has planned 
through his attorneys to appear in the 
Criminal Division’ of the Circuit Court 
tomorrow and plead guilty to one of 
the six indictments recently voted by 
the grand jury, in which he is charged 
wtth forgery, for issuing duplicate bills 
of lading. 

Richardson expects a minimum 5sen- 
tence of two years, since, in throwing 
himself on the mercy of the Court, he 
is saving the expense, the trouble of 
trying him.

Henry W. Kiel was inaugurated at 
noon yesterday as the thirty-second 
Mayor of St. Louls. The ceremony, 
held in the House of Delegates cham- 
ber, was attended by the Assembly

on the floor. 

In his brief -inaugural address, 
Mayor Kiel déclared the most press- 
ing ‘public measures to be the speedy 
completion of ‘the free bridge, and 
the repeal or radical amendment of 
the Southern Traction franchise. Of 
the latter he sald: 

Believing as I do that the 
Sranting of the Southern Trac- 
tion franchises have contributed 
largely toward the defeat the 
several bond issues heretofore 
submitted, it appears to me to be 
our plain duty to speedily repeal 
these franchises or add such 
amendments thereto as will meet 
with public favor and approval. 


The House Chamber was decorated 
with flowers and plants, including many 
generous bouquets sent by Kiel’s friends. 
The Speaker’s desk was adorned with 
roses and carnations. Sixty policemen 
acted as a guard. Large portraits of 
Kiel hung at the entrances. A band 
Played in the rotunda. 

The new Mayor, in unwonted frock 
coat and silk hat, arrived at 11:3, ac- 
companied by his newly chosen private 
secretary, Thomas H. Rogers, and by 
Hugh Wagner and Charlies H. Daues. 
Mayor Kreismann, who was just re- 
marking that he felt “like a rubber ball 
that has been under compression,” ‘met 
them at the door of the Mayor's office.

Astor, who perished in the sinking of 
the Titanic, April 15, 1912, left a gross 
estate of $87,216,691 and a net estate of 
$85,340,919, according to official schedules 
turned in today by expert appraisers 
on which the State Transfer Tax Ap- 
praiser will base his report. They show 
an increase of nearly $15,000,000 over any 
other previous detailed account of Col. 
Astor’s wealth. 

The appraisal makes several interest- 
ing revelations as to the nature and 
extent of Col. Astor’s holdings. The 
schedules show also for the first time 
the amounts of Col. Astor's ante-nup- 
tial settlements upon his first wife, 
Mrs. Ava Willing Astor, and his sec- 
ond wife, Mrs. Madeline Force Astor. 
The settlements were for life and on 
the death of the beneficiaries they will] 
go into his residuary estate. 

The property turned over for the sup- 
port of Mrs. Ava Willing Astor by 
ante-nuptial settlement has been ap- 
praised at $787,397. 

Mrs. Madeline Force Astor by ante- 
nuptial settlement was made the bene- 
ficlary of two trust funds, one ap- 
praised at $1,384,415 and the other at 
$311, 336. 

At the time of his death, Col. Astor 
owned absolutely property appraised at 
$51,258,388. 

Under the will of his father, William 
Astor, he had for life, with the power 
of disposal by will, trust funds the 
property contained in which wag ap- 
praised at $33,238,981. 

The estimated expenses of adminis- 
trating Col. Astor’s estate have been 
fixed at $540,000. This, together with 
his. personal debts, made the deduc- 
tions from the taxable total of the es- 
tate $1,875,771. 

The real estate schedules show sub- 
stantial increases over assessed valua- 
tions on which previously published es- 
timates of the Astor estates value had 
been calculated.

“I appreciate that while I was the 


choice of but a part of the people, 
I have become, under our form of gov- 
ernment, the chief executive of all the 
people. Being deeply conscious of this 
fact, I pledge you that I shall at no time 
allow myself to be actuated by personal 
or partisan motives in determining my 
official conduct. 

“I most cordially urge upon you, 
gentlemen of the Municipal Assembly, 
a continuation of the present splendid 
practice of committees from your re- 
spective branches meeting and treat- 
ing with the heads of the executive 
departments upon the most impor- 
tant’ issues confronting the adminis- 
tration, as I believe much good has, 
and will continue to come, from thie 
practice. 

“The issue now uppermost in the 
public mind is that of the completion 
of the municipal bridge. The people 
have expressly demanded the erec- 
tion of same and have already author- 
ized the expenditure of sufficient 
moneys to construct the main span. 
This much of the work, though com- 
pleted, is in its present stage useless, 
and it now remains for the present 
administration to furnish the means 
to complete this bridge. The same 
people who authorized the construc- 
tion of this bridge have more than 
once rejected plans for its ap- 
proaches. There must have been 
some ‘wood reasons for this popular 
disapproval and it becomes our im- 
perative duty to at once learn the 
cause of this position of the people.

Repeal of Franchise Necessary. 

“Believing as I do that the grant- 
ing of the Southern Traction fran- 
chises have contributed largely 
toward the defeat of the several bond 
issues heretofore submitted, it ap- 
pears to me to be our plain duty to 
speedily repeal these franchises or 
add such amendments thereto as will 
meet with public favor and approval. 

“We should enact laws that will 


j immediately abolish grade crossings; 


that will compel street car companies 
to furnish universal transfers by the 
nearest route, and furnish enough 
cars to provide seats and comfort for 
all passengers; we should enact a 
law to authorize the construction of 
a subway along such route as may be 
found most expedient.

“So much good has already resulted 
from our present system of parks, 
playgrounds and public baths, that 
no thoughtful person can oppose the 
further proper extension of this hu- 
mane and healthful movement. 

Reduction of Water Charges. 

“The obligation is upon this ad- 
ministration of successfully complet- 
ing vast improvements already un- 
dertaken in our Wate? Pepartment.. 
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filled, but a substantial reduction and 
an equitable adjustment of the water 
rates must be made. With a proper 
adjustment and reduction of water 
rates sufficient funds can be real- 
ized to continue the efficient main- 
tenance and operation of the Water 
Department. 

“The application of the same 
amount of energy and good judgment 
to the affairs of a municipality will 
bring the same splendid results that 
come from their application to other 
forms of business. It, therefore, 
seems well for us to always consider 
our sources of revenue before at- 
tempting to determine judicious ex- 
penditure. And I appeal to you to 
aid me to the fullest extent in giving 
the citizens an administration in 
which will be found in their proper 
proportions both liberality and econ- 
omy and which will at all times show 
full value received for all money ex- 
pended. 


Seek More. Industries. 

“We should be, and I am sure we 
will be, at all times united in our 
efforts. to further all things that 
will tend toward the civic, social and 
industrial advancement of our great 
city. We should commit ourselves to 
the open door policy for industrial 
interests seeking a location in our 
city. And we should also commit 
ourselves to the same broad-minded 
policy toward our present industrial 
interests. Let us make our every of- 
ficial act and thought add to our 
already splendid reputation for stabil- 
ity and progress. 


“In determining public questions 
which will confront us, let us act 
openly and fairly, and thereby se- 
cure public faith in our honesty of 
purpose.

Democratic Caucus in House 
Votes Reduction of 25 Per 
Cent in Present Tariff, and 
Time Limit for Cane Men 
to “Get Houses in Order”’ 
for Change. 


REJECTS: IMMEDIATE

Action Thought to Strength. 
en President’s Position— 
Defeat Expected for Oppo- 
nents of Free Wool—Un- 
derwood Gains Strength.

WASHINGTON, April 12.—Represent- 
ative Underwood today won a victory 
for the administration, by inducing the 
Democratic caucus to systain President 
‘Wilson’s program for a.reduction of 2% 
per cent of ihe duty on sugar at this 
time, with a stipulation that sugar shall 
go en the free list at the end of three 
years. 

The members of the caucus 
Bivided into three groups: 

.-The Louisiana and Colorado cane 
and beet sugar growers,- who are op- 
posed to any serious cut in the duty on 
sugar. . 

2. The members of the Ways and 
Means Committee who wrote into the 
bill, at the request of the President, a 
prevision reducing the rate 2% per cent 
at this time, with the understanding 
that sugar shall go on the free list at 
the end of three ars; and— 

8%. A majority of the Democratic 
members of the House who favored im- 
mediate free sugar. 

Representative Broussard and other 
Louisiana members offered an amend- 
ment to the sugar schedule, making 
gradual reductions in the present rate. 
These men told the caucus that the in- 
dustries of their State cannot go for- 
ward without a protective duty. Their 
amendment was beaten by an  over- 
whelming majority. 

Free Sugar Men Fight. 

* Then the free sugar men, led by Rep- 
resentative Hardwick of Georgia, 
Started cn onslaught on the plan as 
reported by the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, in place of, the free sugar pro- 
Vision as passed by the House last 
vea?. 

In a 25-minute speech, Hardwick as 
sailed the sugar industry with all the 
arguments that have been used against 
it during the last few years. He pointed 
to the fact that, on an investment of 
less than $150,000,000, the people of the 
country are forced to pay $52,000,000 in 
protective tariffs. 

Then he reminded the caucus that the 
COuntry expected free sugar from the 
Democrats; that the Underwood bill of 
last year provided free sugar, and that 
he, along with many other Democrats, 
had made their campaigns, to a great 
extent, on the free sugar provision. He 
Was cheered repeatedly. If the extent 
of the applause was any criterion of the 
extent of the following he commanded, 
the caucus would vote for free sugar. 

While Hardwick was speaking, many 
men went over to Representative Un- 
derwood and told him that they would 
vote in favor of free sugar and against 
the plan proposed by the Ways and 
Means committee. 


Underwood Takes Foor. 

Underwood took the floor when Hard- 
wick finished speaking. He .talked for 
10 minutes. The caucus was silent until 
he completed his speech and there was 
great cheering. 

Underwood gaid that the Ways and 
Means committee had incorporated free 
sugar in the bill, and that it was re- 
placed by the proposed plan.at the re- 
quest of President Wilson... 

“The' President only asked us for two 
things in that bill,"" Underwood said. 
“He asked for free wool and the com- 
mittee gladly gave it to him. He asked 
for a change in the sugar schedule and 
the committee did as he asked. 

“T appeal tn. you, in the name of the 
Pres#iderit anc the party, to stand solidly 
beliind the P' sident and the committee 
on this ques n. If we, aS @ party, are 
to-do the * ags we have promised to 
do; we mu © have party solidarity. .

Rainey, of Illinois, stood as a unit for 
the three-year gradual reduction to a 
free sugar basis. 

The caucus left open the exact date 
for sugar to go on the free list in 1916. 
An amendment by Representative Hard- 
wick proposed that it be effective May 
1, 1916, before the beginning of the can- 
ning season. The caucus agreed to 
leave the subject to be brought up by 
the Ways and Means Committee after 
the remainder of the traiff bill has been 
disposed of in caucus. 

Representative Rainey appealed to 
the caucus to stand by the Demo- 
cratic administration. “We have 
been fighting Republican Presidents,” 
he warned the Democrats, “and we 
ought not to strike a blow at a 
Democratic President. President 
Wilson has announced the provision 
in this bill as presented, as a policy 
of his administration. He has broken 
the icy barrier between the White 
House and the House of Representa- 
tives that had existed for more than 
100 years by his speech from the 
clerk’s desk of this House.

ALLEGED BY PARTY 
TO FACTORY FEUD 


Stark Distillery Co. Manager 
Says Bombardment Is From 
Across the Alley. 


Detectives yesterday patrolled the 
alley which separates the Handlan- 
Buck Manufacturing Co., 210-213 


North Third street, and the Stark 
Distillery Co., 217-219 Pine street, in 
and effort to solve the mystery of a 
bombardment of iron missiles which, 
according to officials of the distillery 
concern, from time to time during 
the last three years have dropped 
from the windows of the Handlan- 
Buck plant, injuring a number of 
employes of the Stark company. 
Besides seeking assistance from the 
police, the distillery company has 
appealed to Building Commissioner 
McKelvey. As evidence for a threat- 
ened court suit, the Stark company’s 
officials have accumulated a pile of 
bolts and screws, each with a label 
bearing the date and hour at which 
it fell, and the names of witnesses. 
These exhibits are reinforced by an 
array of affidavits by employes, re- 
lating how they were struck by fall- 
ng missiles or had narrow escapes 
from injury. 

Feud of Years’ Standing. 
George D. Mabon, office manager 
of the distillery company, told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter yesterday a story 
of a feud which had stood for several 
years between the two business 
houses, the spirit of which he be- 
lieves has spread even among the 
employes. 

According to Mabon, the Handlan- 
Buck company formerly ocupled the 
building now leased by the Stark 
concern, wrich took possession after 
the former firm vacated the premises 
and moved to its present seven-story 
building. For some reason,, he said 
he believed certain of the Handlan- 
Buck people were displeased that the 
Stark company should succeed them 
as tenants. 

“We moved in here between three 
and four years ago,” said © Mabon, 
“and almost immediately there began 
® mysterious rain of iron bolts and 
screws from the windows of the 
Handlan-Buck company into the al- 
ley in which our drivers did their 
trucking. 


“It got to be a frequent thing for 
a driver, while loading his wagon, to 
be startled by a thud beside him 
and to discover that a heavy iron 
bar or hook had missed his head by 
inches. 

In consequence of the hail of bolts 
Mabon continued, his drivers are 
afraid to work in the alley, and the 
insurance company in which the 
firm carries accident policies for its 
employes has notified the firm that 
it must accept a raise in rates or 
have the insurange canceled.

MARSHALL TELLS RICH MEN 
THEY MUST SHARE GAINS 


Yorkers, Amazes 
Makes Them Uneasy. 


Radical Speech of Vice-President to New 
Hearers and | 


NEW YORK, April 12.—‘Live up to 
Jeffersonian Doctrines or take the con- 
sequences.” 

That might have been the text of the 
speech which Vice-President Marshall 
delivered before 400 members and guests 
of the National Democratic Club at that 
organization's annual dinner in the 
Waldorf tonight—a speech regarded as 
so radical by the diners that they liter- 
alty sat amazed while it was delivered. 

Without indicating whether he voiced 
the sentiments of President Wilson or 
not, the Vice-President told New York- 
ers generally, and rich New Yorkers in 
particular, they must change their way 
of doing business; that they must share 
their gains more evenly with the peo- 
ple at large; that they had better. re- 
linquish part of what they have rather 
than lose all. 

To check the onward movement of this 
country, he said flatly, would lead to 
Socialism, paternalism, and perhaps 
to the abolition of all vested rights. 

“You can’t teach a man to enjoy the 
good things of life and then tell him 
he cannot have them,” said the Vice- 
President, ‘‘and foreclose the door of op- 
portunity, without trouble in this land.” 

Hearers Are Amazed. 

The speaker delivered his address wita 
remarkable emphasis and evidently a 
full understanding of the radical nature 
of his utterances. While a few of those 
present seemed to grasp the idea ther 
his main object was to show the need 
of supporting President Wilson in his 
tariff plan, not a few of the diners 
seemed to think that he was outlinihg 
the administrative procram and were 
evidently amazed and vneasy. 

When the Vice-President concluded 
there was a buzz of conversation .even 
louder than the cheering. It was no- 
ticeable, too, that most of the speech 
was listened to in absolute silence. 

The Vice-President spoke of Presidenr 
Wilson as the man “whom God raised 
up for the salvation of Jeffersonian De- 
mocracy”’ and emphatically declared: 

“The opinion prevails in this country 
that the average man is not having an

“The belief that there is an unequal 
distribution of wealth in this country 
has been supplemented by the belief 
that much of it has been obtained 
through special privilege, that it did not 
come by labor, skill, industry, barter or 
trade, but through watered stocks and 
bonds, through corners on commodities, 
through corruption of legislatures, 
through the sale of impure foodstuffs, 
thfough the “wrecking of railroads, 
through all the devices known to man 
whereby the law is not abrogated but 
chloroformed.

Renowned Translator Signs Bond 
Of $14,000 and “Handsome 
Jack Lewis” Is Released. 


By Associated Press. 
CHICAGO, April 12.—Edmond E. C. 


von Klein, who admitted his identity 
here late last night, after being for 


&@ week the “mysterious prisoner” of 
the county jail was released on 
bonds today. 

Surety of $14,00 was furnished by 
Von Klein’s father, Prof. Carl von 
Klein, a noted medical bibliographer, 
and Marcus Gassan, a friend of the 
family. Two charges of larceny are 
pending against Von Klein, who is 
accused of obtaining $9000 in jewels 
from women who supposed they were 
married to him. 

Von Klein had been assured that his 
father would aid him in resisting the 
charges. The aged student, who is near 
@ collapse, sent the following word to 
the prisoner: 

“If you are my son, do not deny it. 
I do not believe you have done wrong 
and will aid you. 

Von Klein, who has been heaurthel by 
those who say they were his dupes, as 
“handsome em@ with winning ways,” 
denies their accusations. He declared 
that Gov. Eberhardt of Minnesota and 
John J. Abbott, former president of the 
Clearing House Association, are his 
personal friends. 

Talks Freely With Lawyers. 

Young Von Klein, who earlier in the 
day hid his face from an attendant at 
the Elks’ Club who went to look at 
him, talked freely with his lawyers 
when he received the message from his 
father. 

“IT am no man of mystery,” he said, 
“but the son of a reputable citizen and 
scholar whose researches are known to 
the entire Hteratry and medical world, 
and who impoverished himself by de- 
voting the last 20 years of his life de- 
ciphering an old Egyptian medical papy- 
rus. I am past 30 years old, and from 
my boyhood the one desire of my father 
has always been to rear me in an at- 
mosphere of learning and honesty, and 
to that end I received a thorough aca- 
demic training. 

Wanted to Shield Family. 

“My friends are numbered among 
the best people in the United States. 
I kept silent so long to shield my 
family from disgrace because of 
these untrue allegations against me. 
John J. Abbott knows me well. I 
have conducted business transactions 
running into the thousands w#fh him. 
Eberhart of Minnesota is my per- 
sonal friend. 

“I could refer you to scores of 
others, but why bring more of these 
gentlemen into print in connection 
with these dastardly charges. I have 
built up @ reputation by years of 
honest application and at a time like 
this I can call these good friends, 
who know my character and reputa- 
tion and will testify to it, and these 
accusations will crumble like rotten 
timber at my hearing. 

“When the time comes for me to 
tell my story in court no finger of 
suspicion oF scorn will be pointed 
against me.’ 

Many Women Complnin. 

From many parts of the country 
telegrams arrived today from chiefs 
of police who believe Ven Klein is 
the man who deceived women in their 
cities and robbed them of their jew- 
elry. They have seen a likness of 
him published in Chicago newspapers, 
and as Von Klein’s description is 
identical with the man they seek 
they are positive the prisoner is he. 
A private detective agency at Den- 
ver wired that Von Klein answers 
the description of a Frank Graham 
who married a Mrs. Howard there 
last October and fled with gems val- 
ued at $1000. 

The Evanston police today received 
a picture of Von Klein clipped from 
a newspaper, under which was writ- 
ten: 
“Ask him if he is not W. 
man of Des Moines, 
swindling.” 
The authorities at Nashville, Tenn.. 
think Von Klein is the man who 
married a girl there two years ago 
and ran away with her jewelry. 
Mrs. G. A. Temple of Richmond, 
Va., thinks he is Weaver B. Clark. 
Posed as Diamond Broker. 
Von Klein and his wife resided in 
Evanston for several years. He posed 
as a diamond broker, was in the habit 
of carrying loose gems in his pocket 
and always seemed plentifully sup- 
plied with funds. 
Von Klein was arrested Sunday 
evening at a downtown restaurant in 
company with Miss Ethel Newcomb. 
She was with her sister in a hotel 
when Von Klein walked through. She 
stopped him, told him he was “Jack 
Lewis,” who had married her in 
Portland, Ore., and later left her, tak- 
ing her valuables. He denied the 
charges, and invited her to dine with 
him. While they were ordering Miss 
Newcomb’s sister called the police.

FAMED MISSOURIAN 
DIES IN CAPITAL 


Former Senator Wrote Thir- 
teenth Amendment; Had Ac- 
tive Career in Statecraft. 


WASHINGTON, April 12.—John 
Brooks Henderson, former United 
States Senator from Missouri and 
author of the thirteenth amendment 
to the United States, died at 6:30 
o’clock tonight at a hospital here 
from a complication of disorders. 
He was 86 years old. 

Henderson was taken seriously ill 
last Monday and was removed to 4 
hospital. Mrs. Henderson, who had 
been with him constantly and his 
only son, John B. Henderson Jr., were 
at his bedside when death came. 


Had an Illustrious Record. 
Although the name of John B. Hen- 


derson was but little known to the 
present generation, his record in states- 
manship and politics was an illustrious 
one. He was the author of the thir- 
teenth amendment, which legally abol- 
ished slavery forever in all parts of 
the United States. He was one of 
seven Republican Senators who voted 
against the impeachment of President 
Andrew Johnson. He was Government 
prosecutor in the whisky ring cases, and 
he was chairman of the Republican Na- 
tional Convention of 1884, which nomin- 
ated James G. Blaine for President. 
Henderson was a native of Virginia, 
and was born 86 years ago last No- 
vember. His parents removed to Mis- 
souri when he was 6 years old, and he 
was educated in this State, becoming 
first a school teacher, then a lawyer. 
He was elected to the Missouri Legis- 
lature in 1848, and later in 1856, and in 
the latter year he was a presidential 
elector on the Buchanan ticket. He 
was nominated for presidential elector 
in 1860, on the ticket headed by Stephen 
A. Douglas for President. 

After the war began, he became 
active. supporter of 
in Missouri, and raised a brigade of 
Union troops. After Trusten Polk, a 
sympathizer with secesston, had been 
removed from the senatorship Hender- 
sOn Was appointed United States Sena- 
tor from Missouri. He was elected to 
the Senate in 1863, and served the six- 
year term. 

Jan. 11, 1864, he performed what he 
always regarded as his most important 
act as Senator. This was the introduc- 
tion of a joint resolution to abolish 
slavery in the United States. This reso- 
lution was adopted, and was later ap- 
proved by 27 of the 36 states of the 
union, and thus became part of the 
Constitution. He also supported its cor- 
ollaries, the 4th and 15th amend- 
ments, conferring civil rights and the 
ballot on the negroes. 

After Retirement. 

After his retirement from the Sen- 
ate, Henderson practiced law in St. 
Louis, his services as prosecutor of 
the Whisky Ring being a feature of 
his practice. In 1889 he removed to 
Washington, and occupied a fine 
residence, “Boundary Castle.” There 
the Senator’s brilliant wife, formerly 
Miss Mary N. Foote of New York, 
held a sort of salon. Seven years ago 
Mrs. Henderson attracted nation- 
wide attention by emptying her cel- 
lars of a large stock of wines and 
liquors, and shattering hundreds of 
bottles in the gutter. Her advocacy 
of temperance, thus forcibly ex- 
pressed, was said at the time to have 
converted Wu Ting Fang, the Chi- 
nese diplomat, who declared himself 
thenceforth a teetotaler. 

Senator and Mrs. Henderson had 
one son, John B. Jr.

AUTO LICENSE FEE 
CLASS TAXATION, 
“COURT'S DECISION 


Mississippi Judge Decides State 
Fee Unconstitutional Because 
Not a General Taxation. 


The State of Mississippi may be 
‘alled upon to return to automobile 
| owners of that State all of the license 
fee money which it has collected this 
year, because of a decision of the 
Circuit Court of that State at Jack- 
son. Judge William A. Henry ren- 
dered a decision March 29 that the 
privilege automobile license imposed 
on owners of automobiles by the Les- 
islature of 1912 is nothing more nor 
less than a tax and, therefore, un- 
constitutional,» being class  legisla- 
tion, 

This means, says a Mississipp! pa- 
per, in the event that the State Su- 
preme Court agrees with Judge Wil- 
liams—and it generally does—that 
the State of Mississippi will have to 
return about $30,000 already collected 
for licenses. 

There has been much discussion of 
this subject in Missouri and Illinois, 
but up*to this time no owner has had 
courage to take the license tax into 
the courts. It is maintained that a 
license fee for the use of an automo- 
bile is doubly unjust. First, because 
it means two taxes for the same 
chattel, the regular taxation and the 
special license; and, second, that a 
city like St. Louls imposes still an- 
other tax of the same amount as the 
State’s fee. This, it is claimed, is col- 
lecting for the use of highways, and 
the State collection is based on the 
use of the same highways, so three 
taxes are imposed, 

Some automobile owner with the 
courage of his convictions may be 
induced to use the Mississippi de- 
cision as a basis for testing the Mis- 
souri or Illinois law. He will become 
a martyr to the cause and he may 
get the sympathy and moral support 
of a lot of owners, but possibly not 
much else.

OF MOTOR VEHICLE 


English motor-vehicle manufacturers, 
who have been trying in vain for the 
last two of three years to meet the 
American incorporation of low-priced 


automobiles, are now booming the cy- 
cle car, a cross between the motor 
cycle and the automobile, according to a 
monograph entitled “Developments of 
Motor-Vehicle Trade Abroad” just is- 
sued by the Bureau of Foreign and Do- 
mestic Commerce, at Washington. The 
eycle car has either three or four wheels 
and an engine of three to 10 horse 
power and one or two cylinders. It 
can attain a speed of 30 or 40 miles per 
hour, and can seat two, three, or four 
persons. It is of light construction, ang 
will not of course stand the wear and 
tear of a heavier automobile, but on the 
excellent roads of England it will give 
a great deal of service. 

The chief merit of the new vehicle. 
however, is its price, which runs be- 
tween $400 and $700 Whether it wil! 
have any appreciable effect on the trade 
in inexpensive American automobiles is 
yet to be seen, some dealers thinking 
it will create its own market and will 


not compete seriously with the estab- 
lished trade, while others express the 
opinion that if it should become widely 
popular American manufacturers would 
begin to turn out cycle cars as they 
do small automobiles now and thereby 
keep their hold on the British market. , 

The monograph referred to deals with 
recent developments in the world trade 
in motor vehicles and is divided into 
two sections, one describing the mar- 
kets for automdbiles and cycle cars and 
the other the sale of motor cycles. It ‘is 
in the nature of a supplement to a book- 
let issued last May, dealing in a com- 
prehensive manner with the automobile 
trade’ in all parts of the world.

A big motor car piloted by H. J. Pink

BLAZE IN $300,000 
PENITENTIARY FIRE: 


Kansas Prisoners Said to Have 
Scattered Burning Papers 
in Structures. 


FOUR BUILDINGS RUINED 
Convicts as Whole Keep Order 


and Fight Flames—Seven 
Hurt in Rescue.

LANSING, Kan., April 12.—Fire that 


destroyed four large buildings and 
caused a loss estimated at $500,000 in the 
Kansas State penitentiary here today 
was spread by convicts who scattered 
burning papers in buildings not in the 
path of the flames, according to & 
statement by Fire Chief Michael Bahler 
of Leavenworth, confirmed by prison of-

“Several prisoners told me of seeing 


cther convicts lighting bunches of pa- 
bers in the building known as the “‘fur- 
riture factory,’ said Chief Bakhkler. 
“When I reached the prison thé fire was 
confined to the twine factory. I inspect- 
ed other buildings !n the vicinity, among 
them the furniture factory. 

‘Some time later we saw flames burst- 
ing from the second-story windows of 
the factory. We found that fires had 
started inside of the building on thea first 
f:00r, one of them in a room at least 300 
feet from the burning twine plant. This 
could only have been started from the 
inside.’”’ 


Warden Doubts Incendiarism. 
Parole Officer John Higgins and A. T. 


Axford, prison physician, confirmed the 
opinion of Chief Bahler. Warden J. K. 
Codding said he considered it improb- 
able that convicts had spread. the 
flames. 

Aside from these indications of in- 
cendiary attempts evidence of attempted 
mutiny were lacking. Prison officials 
made every preparation for a mutiny 
and the towns of Lansing and Leaven- 
worth were thrown into excitement 
fearing an outbrek, but the convicts 
as a whole preserved the best of order, 
hundreds of them giving valuable as- 
sistance in fighting the flames. Their 
efforts largely were responsible for 
saving the building occupied by women 
prisoners and criminally insane. The 
women were taken out and the insane 
convicts transferred to the cell house. 
The building was damaged slightly. 

The seene of the greatest excitement 
was in the tnsane ward, which is 18 
feet from the twine plant. Flames 
seemed to throw panic into every in- 
mate. There are S§) insane convicts. The 
prisoners,acreamed and with clenched 
hands beat upon the iron bars of their 
rooms. Warden Codding had to remove 
them to another part of the prison. 
This was accomplished with difficulty, 
many of the prisoners having to be 
dragged out by their guards. A num- 
ber of them fought their rescuers. 

Six prisoners and one guard were 
burned ‘glightly during the fire. The 
guard, J? M; Brock, was burned on the 
head and hands tn trying to put out the 
flames in the tailor shop. 

Frank Riley, 22 years old, serving 
15 years for burglary, was carrying 
a hose into the twine plant, when 
driven back by the flames. His face 
was scorched. 


Convict Hurt in Rescue. 
Frank McDowell was in the spin- 


ning room of the twine plant, when 
he felt the flames. He jumped from 
a window, seized a ladder, returned 
and rescued two fellow convicts, 
John Smith and Frank Dixon. All 
three were burned. 

Frederick Appleton, a life prisoner, 
saw the fire start. He had just shut 
off the motor in the twine plant, when 
he saw sparks leap down to the oil- 
soaked rubbish on the floor. Both 
Appleton and William Miller, another 
convict, were burned. 

Six hundred convicts who were at 
their duty about the prison yard 
when the fire started, were not locked 
up, but called to aid in fighting the 
flames. A dozen prisoners in the 
boiler rooms of the power house 
stayed at their tasks keeping up 
steam for the pumps which were the 
only hope of the fire fighters. The 
prison’s one ancient fire engine was 
oue of commission and the pressure 
pumps of the water system had to 
be relied upon. 

The fire started when the arma- 
ture of a motor in the twine plant 
suddenly burst into flame, which 
communicated to walls and floors. 
Half an inch of oil soaked hemp on 
the floor made the building burn 
like timber. 

Warden Codding at the first alarm 
armed every employe and civilian in 
the prison against a possible mutiny. 
The Warden and his son heavily 
armed stationed themselves, at the 
entrance and took charge of these 
measures, leaving the direction of the 
fire to Chief Bahler. 

The State carries no insurance on 
its public structures, Most of the 
buildings were old and many were 
covered with inflammable rubber 
roofing.e Officials say only a north 
wind saved the entire prison from 
destruction.

SEEKING DAMAGES, 
FOR DEPORTATION 


Henry Hotchner, Though Natur- 
alized, Says He Was Forcibly 
Sent Out of Country. 


THRUST 


Declares Immigration Authori- 
ties at New York Refused to 
Verify His Papers. 


Henry Hotchner, a St, Louis jew- 
eler who was forcibly deported in 
Feburary, 1912, despite the fact that 
he was a naturalized citizen of the 
United States, returned home yes- 
terday and began in person a quest 
to establish responsibility for a pre- 
dicament he believes any naturalized 
citizen may be forced to face at any 
time. 

Hotchner arrived at the port of 
New York from Antwerp April 39, 
and was admitted to this country on 
certified copies of naturalization 
papers which he told immigration of- 
ficers were in existence on the day 
of his deportation. 

Hotchner was kept out of the 
country of his adoption for more 
than 14 months, having been sent to 
Belgium following a paralytic stroke 
in New York. He declares his ill- 
ness was greatly aggravated by the 
hardships he experienced in the 
steerage of the steamer on. which he 


that attention he needed on the trip 
at the hands of steerage passengers. 

Upon his arrival in St. Louis 
Hotchner and his brother and busi- 
ness partner, Sam Hotchner, con- 
ferred with their attorney, Shep- 
ard R. Evans. The latter said it was 
the intention of his clients to go to 
the bottom of the affair, and if pos. 
sible to determine where responsibil- 
ity rested, as all persons connected 
with the case were disposed to shift 
responsibility from one to another. 

Put on Ship While Sick. 

Hotchner told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that immigration officers in 
New York misrepresented things to 
him and placed him on the steamer 
bound for Europe while he was sick, 
in spite of his assurances they could 
verify the authenticity of his citizen- 
ship by inquiry of the Circuit Court 
in St. Louis. 

“I was awakened in the hospital on 
Ellis Island one night,” he said. “The 
nurse told me I was to go away. They 
carried my cot out and I was taken 
to Bellevue Hospital. There they 
told me I was to be deported that 
night. Soon the immigration officers 
came. They said I must go back to 
Belgium. I told them they could not 
do that. I declared they had nothing 
to do with me; that I was not an im- 
migrant. 

“They said they had talked to a 
cousin of mine in New York who told 
them I was not naturalized. I told 
them that was not so, that I was nat- 
uralized in St. Louis, and I named 
the two witnesses who had appeared 
with me before the Circuit Court. 
Even this did not stop them. They 
took me on the cot to the pier and I 
was placed on a steamer. I protested 
that I did not care to go in the steer. 
age, but they said that was the best 
they could do for me. 

. Dumped Helpless on Pier. 

“I had a very hard trip across the 
water. The steamer physician did 
little for me and I was forced to ask 
favors of the steerage passengers. 
When I arrived in Belgium I was un- 
conscious. My father was informed 
of my arrival, and he had me re- 


-jmoved from the pier, where I had 


been dumped uncermoniously.” 
Hotechner, who is 38 years old, 
came to St. Louis in 1898. He was 
with the jewelry firm of A. Hotch- 
ner & Sons, with offices in st. Louis 
and {in Antwerp, Belgium.

Whisky and wine should not be sold. 
There ought to be a license permitting 
only malt liquors to be served in dance 
halls. 

“A bunch of young fellows get  to- 
gether,”” he said, “and start a dance, 
calling themselves a club. They pay a 
small deposit on the hall and the 
printing, distribute thousands of com- 
plimentary tickets, and sell drinks to 
everybody, men, women and small girls. 
They are trying merely to make money. 

At another kind of *dance, he said, 
Supposed to be given by respectable 
organizations, men get drunk and have 
to be carried home by their wives and 
children whom they have brought to 
the dance.” 

Frank Bement said that at one hall 
they watch the girls and men closely, 
refuse admittance to many, eject others, 
allow no popular songs, no improper 
dances, and no intoxicants.

JUDGE DYER RULES 
SAUSAGE MUST BE 
100 PER CENT MEAT 


Has Just Learned Cereals Are 
Used in “Delicacy” After 
Bating It 7o Years. 


Seventy years’ experience in eat- 
ing sausage has convinced Judge D. 
P. Dyer of the United States District 
Court that sausage is not sausage ‘if 
it contains cereals and water, ac- 


cording to his announcement yester- 
day in refusing to grant an injune- 
tion against pure food inspectors on 
the application of the Independent 
Packing Co, of St. Louis. 

The packing company sought an 
injunction to restrain representatives 
of the United States Department of 
Agriculture from enforcing an order 
prohibiting the mixing of cereals and 
water with meat and spices in sau- 
sage. 

The order prohibiting the placing of 
corn meal or other cereals in sausage 
in greater quantities than 2 per cent, or 
water in larger quantities than 3 per 
cent, became effective April 1. Lawyers 
for the packing company argued before 
Judge Dyer that the inspectors acted 
without authority, and demanded that 
they inspect and pass sausage contain- 
ing the meat, cereal, water and spice 
mixture. 

In a written opinion handed down Sat- 
jurday denying the injunction and up- 
‘Holding the food inspectors, Judge Dyer 
said: 

“I have been eating sausage 70 years 
and I never knew that cereals were 
used in the délicacy until the hearing 
of this case last Tuesday.”’ 

He declared that the people should be 
protected in the kind of food sold them, 
and that the Government has authori- 
ty to insist that 100 per cent meat be 
used in sausage.

GREEN BAY, Wis., April 12.—Wil- 
liam Battershill, who was the oldest 
man in Green Bay and who piloted the

WOOED HER; IS MARRIED 


Gained Her Consent to Let Him 
Adopt Children Before. She 
Knew He Had a Wife. 


Mrs. Rose Allen of 27 
ton avenue, who returned to St. Louls 
yesterday with her two daughters 


after a transcontinental search for 
them, told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
the story of her detective work in 
locating the children, 

She told how in the beginning she 
lost custody of them to William Abar, 
on whose houseboat they were found, 
when Abar professed love for her, 
asked her to marry him and begged 
her to let him take the younger child, 
Lucile, 7 years old, to Chicago with 
him to visit his mother. Later he got 
possession of the older one, Etta, 
1l years old, she said, through her 
husband, from whom she is es- 
tranged, and the Juvenile Court. 

She added that in her fight of many 
months to regain the child¥en, she 
had been forced to adopt many sub- 
terfuges to keep trace of them. Once 
she blacked her face, she said, ang 
with a negro woman loitered near 
the houseboat for a whole day in an 
effort to get sight of her little girls. 

“When I first met Abar he posed 
as a single man,” said Mrs. Allen. 
“He made love to me, both in -per- 
son and through letters. I have the 
letters. This was in 1909. Then he 
persuaded me to let him take Lucile 
to Chicago. When I wanted the child 
back he used various excuses and 
managed to keep her until the latter 
part of December. 

Found Him With Wife. 

“T got a letter from him, saying 
that he was in Louisville. The let- 
ter did not sound just right, and 
when I saw it had been posted at 
Ky., I immediately got on 
the train and went there. I found 
Abar and his wife living in a house- 
boat. 

“Later, through my husband, from 
whom I heave been separated since 
1907, and the decision of the Juve- 
nile Court, Abar managed to adopt 
both children. Last August I kid- 
naped Lucile from the Abar house- 
boat, which was then lying in the 
Mississippi River at the foot of 
Kraus street, St. Louis. The court 
compelled me to return the child, I 
instituted suit to recover both chil- 
dren and the case was set for hear- 
ing in March, this year. 

“T learned that Abar was prepar- 
ing to leave the jurisdiction of the 
court. On March 5, I blacked up as a 
negro woman and went down to the 
wharf. I took along a real negro 
woman to do the talking. The boat 
was not in the river, but I learned 
that it was In a freight car ready for 
shipment. We found the car with the 
boat. and I saw that it was billed for 
Chicago. While I was copying down 
the consignment numbers a man 
asked me what I was doing. 

“A short time-after we had walked 
away I saw that something was go- 
ing on. So I went back to the car 
and saw that it had been rebilled to 
go to Detroit. 

Took Children From Houseboat. 
“Through my attorney, August 
Walz Jr., and a detective agency, I 
got trace of the houseboat {n Lake 
St. Clair. I got a court order for the 
children and went to Detroit a week 
ago last Thursday. Mr. Walz was 
with me. We-went from Detroit to 
Port Huron, Mich., and got two depu- 
ty sheriffs. In a fast boat we started 
out for Strawberry Island, 15 miles 
away, where the Abars had dropped 
anchor for a few days hunting. 

“We went right up to the Abar 
boat. 
no name. The deputies and my at- 
torney stepped from our boat to the 
houseboat and got my two children. 
Then we came home.” 

Mrs. Allan said that Abar was not 
on his houseboat when the officers 
got the children. They passed him on 
their way back to Port Huron. He 
was hunting ducks from a small row- 
boat, and did not know that his two 
adopted daughters had been taken 
away from him. 

Before she became the owner of a 
rooming house at the Washington 
avenue address, Mrs. Allan was a 
manicure at the Jefferson Hotel. 
She has written a number of songs 
that have been published, among 
them “Meet Me by Moonlight, Nellie,” 
and “In the World Alone.” 

After Mrs. Allan had spent all her 
money in her hunt for the children, 
her attorney advanced money and 
gave his furniture to continue the 
search.

mystery of the great Sphinx than has “beén vouchsafed to any 
man within probably the last three or four thousand years. He 
is Prof. George Andrew Reisner, Egyptologist at Harvard Uni- 
versity, who was born at Indianapolis 45 years ago. 

According to his recent report to the Harvard Semitic Museum 
and the Boston Museum of Fine Arts, the Western antiquarian hat 
formed, after six months’ work, these astonishing conclusions: 

The Sphinx is not a solid mass of masonry, but is 
hollow. 
Its head contains the ante-chamber and perhaps the 
‘*holy of holies’’ of a mighty temple hidden in the bowels of the figure. 
This temple was the shrine and tomb of Menes, the first Egyptian monarch 
of whom history has mention, who lived 6400 years ago. 
The shrine was decorated with precious ornaments so that it was a veri- 
table ‘‘city of gold,’’ which further excavations may yet recover. : 
Inside the temple is a comparatively large pyramid, which had a mystic 
significance among the Egyptians from its use as a sun dial. 
Within the shrine may still repose the mummy of Menes, whom scholars 
have hitherto regarded as mythical, like ‘Theseus. 
If Prof. Reisner’s theories prove to be correct, they will envelop the Sphinx, 
already venerated as one of the world’s most ancient monuments, in still thicker folds 
of antiquity. If it be established that the vast statue was built by Menes or his heir, it 
would be certain that the Sphinx is nearly 1000 years older than the great Pyramids 
themselves, near which it crouches on the plain of Gizeh; and was separated from them 
by about the same period which divides the Norman conquest from the twentieth 
century. 
™ The clew to his discoveries was suggested to Prof. Reisner by a depression on top 
f the head of the Sphinx.

When at last the drifted sands of ages had been cleared away, the explorer stood in a 
ereat chamber 60 feet long by 14 feet wide, which occupied the head of the stone mon- 
ster and extended backwards through its shoulders. 

He found tunnels stretching downward from the chamber through the legs of the 
Sphinx and connecting with the famous Temple of the Sun, which has stood for ages 
between the paws of the great beast. Such relics as the ‘‘Crux Ansata,”’ or looped 
cross, the symbol of the sun, were found by hundreds. Several of these are of gold 
and have wires for tiny bells, which, when rung by the priests, were said to have 
summoned up ghosts. 

The chamber in the cranium of the Sphinx, which Prof. Reisner calls an adytum, 
or holy place, proved to be the top of an extensive series of temples and tombs, both 
within and without the Sphinx, which wil] require many more months to explore thor- 
oughly. Not only did the temple fill the body of the Sphinx, but tunnels led off in va- 
rious directions to other subterranean shrines and sepulchers, which may contain many 
of tHe secrets of ancient Egypt that men have striven to unearth. 

From inscriptions in hieroglyphies on the walls of the chamber, Prof. Reisner came 
to the conclusion that here at last was found the tomb of Menes, earliest king of Egypt 
and founder of the first Memphian dynasty. This announcement has aroused intense 
interest among antiquarians, who wonder whether the almost universal doubt as to 
whether Menes was a historical person wil] be at last resolved by the finding of his 
mummy in the caverns of the Sphinx. 

According to tradition, Menes reigned 60 years, invented the alphabet and the art 
of dressing food, built the ancient dike which today secures the whole province of Gizeh 
from floods, and met death by being swallowed by a hippopotamus. Before and after 
his demise he was worshiped as a deity.

\ZSRHAPS the most pic- 
turesque tragedy of the 
floods. which recently 
devastated parts of the 
Middle West, one in 
which dumb beasts dis- 
played heroism and suf: 
fering almost humazd, 
was that which over- 
whelmed the menagerie 
in the winter quarters 
at the Hagenback-Wal- 
lace farm, two miles 
east of Peru, Ind. Ele 

phants trapped in Indian jungles, tigers snared 
in Siberia, lions caught in Africa, jaguars from 
Pouth America—in fact, beasts from every conti- 
Ment and from nearly every zone were gathered 
only to lose their lives in the wintry waters of 

Indiana deluge. 
The scene wag like those in which painters 
Mave depicted the flood of Noah, with doomed 
animals thronging about the ark and entreating 
ag plainly as if in’ words for refuge from the 
mounting waters. 

As early as Tuesday morning of the week of

ir a fury of terror, now caressec the keepers 
with their trunks and stood as still as children 
while the men stooped into the water and un- 
fastened the chains that bound them. 

At the word of command, the 12 elephants fell 
into line with the precision of trained soldiers, 
with Tess, the biggest of the band, in the lead. 
They marched like veterans to the big barn 
door. 

But when it was thrown open and a flood of 
waters rushed in with terrifying violence, ac- 
companied by a gale of frosty air, the beasts 
recoiled. Indeed, the spectacle presented to 
them, that of the whole country inundated as 
far as the horizon with a deluge of dark and 
tempestuous waters, was enough to alarm a stout 
heart. After a moment’s~pause, the brutes, trump- 
eting in fear, stampeded batk to their stalls. 

With Trainer John Worder in the lead, the 
keepers, like officers rallying) a disordered regi- 
ment, again forced their big charges into line, 
and calling them each by name and jabbing them 
with hooks, forced them to march a second time 
tc the door. Once more, at sight of the angry 
elements, the beasts broke ranks and fled.

A third time the trainers forced the troop into 
line and compelled them to wade to the door. 
The water by this time was almost up to the 
men’s shoulders. A third time the animals 
could not face the flood and flaundered back to 
their pens—all except one, a heroine named 
Nellie. 

In the midst of her fright, the, big beast had 
the affectionate vigilance to perceive what had 
escaped the notice of the other men. Keeper 
Worden, exhausted and chilled, was seized with 
a cramp:’in the leg and began to gink under the 
water. Nellie paused in her flignt, wrapped 
hér trunk about the failing man ‘and put out 
her foreleg for him to climb upon. When he 
bad crawled upon her knee, she lifted him with 
her trunk to a place of safety on her back. 

For the sake of her trainer, Nellie now dared 
to face that from which she had twice fled. She 
passed the threshhold and plunged into the 
waters outside. Ha'f-wading and half-swimming, 
she bore Worden to the men’s quarters 100 yards 
away and placed him in safety. The house in 
which the men lived was two stories high and 
was therefore a secure refuge unless swept away. 
Nellie then returned to her mates, who were 
shivering with fear and cold, the fire in the heat- 
ing plant of the buildings having been drenched 
out. Worden afterwards said that he owed his 
life to the brave and faithful elephant. 

The keepers now despaired of being able to 
lead the elephants from the barn and enide 
them to a hill nearby which was not submerced. 
Fc they gave up the task and swam back to 
their quarters. © 

What passed in the elephant house during the 
next hour the trainers do not know. Perhaps 
Nellie was able to inform her companions in 
puchyderm language that she had made the trip 
te the men’s house and had returned safely. Per-

bups desperation at being abandoned by their 
masters conquered the animals’ panic. 

At any rate, when the hour had passed, the 
tig beasts, headed* by Nellie, sallied from the 
barn and began wading and swimming towards 
the house, as if in pathetic confidence that 
masterful man could fail to find a way to save 
them from death. 

But the men, for once, had no resource, and 
were compelled to look on helplessly while their 
wards weakened towards their doom The 
elephants thrust their trunks through the win- 
dows as if in pleading. The keepers fed them 
a bale of hay which happened to be in the house. 

At last despairing of man’s assistance, the 
elephants charged furiously upon the house. They 
broke down all the doors and smashed al] the 
windows within reach. But the doors were too 
narrow for them to pass through, and they were 
unable, exhausted and ‘fatigued as they were, 
and hampered by the waters, to batter down the 
brick wall. 

“It was a distressing sight to me,” says Wor- 
den, “to see the animals beg piteously for ad- 
mission. They saw we were safe inside, and 
could not understand why they should remain 
outside in peril of death. When the hay was 
all gone, we were compelled by the rising flood 
to go up to the second story. We watched the 
elephants swimming around and around the 
house in a circle. 

“But it was not long until we saw that their 
number was decreasing, and that, exhausted and 
‘hilled by exposure, they were one after another 
sinking below the surface and drowning.” 

During the night the waters began tc abate. 
and by morning the men could wade out of doors. 
They found only four of the 12 elephants aliva, 
and among the survivors, they were happy to dis- 
cover, was the loyal Nellie. Big Tess was lean- 
ing against the brick wall, about as near desa 
ax she could be and recover. Three elenbPrrt 
lay dead within a few feet of the house. One ad 
returned to the animal barn and had drowned

there. The bodies of the four others had gone 
down the river. 

The cat house had also beheld its tragecly, 
in which perished 22 lions and tigers in their 
cages like rats drowned in a trap. ‘heir traincr, 
Emil Schweyer, had fearlessly entered tleir 
cages, although they were half-mad at sight of 
the water swirling and rising over the floors of 
their dens. It was impossible to turn them at 
large to shift for themselves, as had been done 
in the case of the elephants. 

At the risk of his life, Schweyer built plat- 
forms near the tops of the cages to which the big 
cats could jump. But the water rose swiftly to 
the platforms and then to the ceilings of the dens. 
All of the beasts perished in their traps except 
four, one of them a magnificent Benzal tiger. 
the largest and most splendidly marked in the 
collection.

ing from the United States is confuted by 

recent statistics prepared by F. W. Brough- 
ton, who is at the head of the statistical division 
of the Bureau of Indian Affairs at Washington. 
Keccrily President Taft dedicated a monument 
on which will rise, overlooking New York Har- 
bor, the bronze figure of an Indian. The Natiorul 
Indian Memorial Association states that this is to 
be a “memorial of a vanishing race.” 

Mr. Broughton, however, declares that, whereczs 
i1 1890 the total number of redskins in the Unit«d 
States was 243,000, they had increased to 270,000 
in 1900, and in 1910 to 305,000; that the rate of 
increase in the past 10 years “was proportionat-ty 
a third more than the rate of increase for the de- 
cade immediately preceding.” 

Mr. Broughtcn estimates the birth rate of an 
Indian population in 1909 of 101,717, within cer- 
tain districts, including many different tribes, at 
32.4 per thousand; in 1910, out of 149,776 Indiane, 
comprising members of all tribes, there were 30.2 
births in every thousand. He adds: 

“Did this proportion of births extend to the 
whole of the United States for 10 years, we wouid 
have at the next census, exclusive of immigration, 
a population of 120,000,000.” 

But the death rate among the Indians, white 
pot proportionately greater than their birth rate, 
is considerably above the death rate of the entire 
American population. That is between 20 and 23 


T : popular belief that the Indian is vanish- 


a thousand, as compared with the red Indians’ 
birth rate ot over 30. 

There is yet another consideration, that of 
amalgamation between Indians, whites and other 
races. Mr. Broughton says on this point that the 
records of the Indian Bureau show an “increase 
in Indian population as great among those 
tribes that maintain themselves in unmixed blood 
as among those that have intermarried with the 
white men.” 

The Apaches, who have attained the phenome- 
nal annual virth rate of 76 a thousand, have less 
than two per cent of mixed blood. 

The Sioux in North Dakota, who more than any 
other tribe outside the Five Nations have com- 
mingled with whites, are more than two-thirds 
ecmposed of full-blooded members. 

In Arizona the Apaches, Comanches, Piutes and 
Mogquis, -.d the Crows, Shoshones and Bannocks 
in the Northwest have intermarried but little 
with oth: r races. 

The majority of Indians in the United States 
are pure-blooded, with traditions fixed against 
racial intermarriage. They are healthier than 
their immediate ancestors, their increase In num- 
bers is accelerating, and ther ae tien an wealthy 
per capita 3 as any other race.

RECENT book by David Starr Jordan. 
A mentioning many American families de- 

scended from European royalty, caused 
criticism from certain quarters because certain 
families claiming such descent were omitted. 
There are others who rejoice that they are not 
of royal blood. Royal families intermarry so 
much that the blood of most of them has become 
tainted, many monarchs and their children suf- 
fering froém lifelong ailments. 

Recently the Czar of Russia has been much 
worried over the serious illness of his little son 
aud heir. The Czar himself, although his gen- 
used to suffer from a mild 
form of epileptic fits, and there.is consumption 
in the family. It was consumption that killed 
the Czar’s brother, who, during all the latter 
years of his life, lived in the comparatively 
warm climate of the Caucasus. 

The King of Spain, who was a most delicate 
baby,.grew up strong and athletic owing to care- 
ful physical training. But he has a troublesome 
malady of the bronchial and nasal passages which 
forces him to undergo a slight operation about 
once a year. 

Many people imagine that the Kaiser’s withered 
left hand is due to some congenital disease, but 
this is not the case. It was due to an unfor- 
tunate accident at his birth. The result is that 
the arm is some four inches shorter than. the 
other. His right hand, however, is prodigiously 
powerful. It has been said that the accident 
was due to the late arrival of the doctor, the 
Tetter summoning him having been posted in- 
stead of delivered by hand. 

The only trace of trouble about the Kaiser, 
dating from birth, is a thickening of the drum

of one ear, which gives him a certain amount of 
pain at times. There was great anxiety some 
vears ago. when his throat went wrong, for it 
was remembered that both his father and his 
mother died of that terrible disease, cancer. In 
the case of the Emperor Frederick the disease 
attacked the throat. 

Poor Carlotta, sister of the late King of the 
Belgians and once Empress of Mexico, is hope 
lessly insane, but in her case the madness was 
caused by the shock of her husband's death. 

Several members of the House of Hapsburg, 
which rules Austria, are subject to fits of pas- 
sion which are near akin to insanity. The un- 
fortunate Rudolf, who killed himself at Meyer- 
ling, was gubject to fits of this kind. 


To Bury Records in Egypt. 
HE Modern Historic Records Association 
T has formed a novel plan of delivering mes- 
sages for its members to their descend- 

ants 100 years from now. Two envelopes of 
durable Japanese vellum have been sent to each 
member, with the request that genealogical mem- 
oranda, messages and photographs be inclosed. 
The sealed envelopes will be deposited in lead- 
lined steel chests: One will be stored with the 
association’s collections in the New York Public 
Library. A copperplate inscription will direct 
that the chest be opened in the year 2013. 
The second chest will be put in a vault near 
the Cheops Pyramid in Egypt. In this way the 
insurance is taken against possible destruction 
by war or natural causes. The chests will also 
contain documents, tablets and photographs re- 
lating to affairs of the present year.

HERE is no reason to believe that the 
Chinese Republic will not be perpetu- 


I ated,’ says the Rev. Dr. James Smith, 


an American missionary lately returned from 
China. 
“There are a great Many able men among the 
Chinese. and. the people are becoming more wide- 
ly educated. They have never accepted with good 
grace the rule of the Tartars. There are from 
$00,000,000 to 400,000,000 people in China proper, 
in Manchuria and Mongolia. Of these about 10,- 
000,000 are Manchus or Tartars. These 10,000,000, 
however, controlled the Government until the up- 
rising which resulted in the overthrow of the 
dynasty. 
“Under the old regime none of the people were 
allowed to use for their own families much of 
the money they earned. The system of govern- 
ment was for those in authority to squeeze from 
all classes of industrial and other workers the 
money they earned. This money was distributed 
4 among the officeholders, commencing with the 

Toti, or Governor, of the province and going down 
the line to the humblest of those in the Govern- 
ment employ. For 75 years at least there was 
a well-defined and more or less well-directed ef- 
fort among the Chinese people to get rid of the 
i Manchu dynasty and restore the government to 
the Chinese. 

“The Chinese itabtiy are not a war-like race. 
i They are docile, intelligent and industrious. For 
4 300 years there was no incentive for the ordinary 
Chinaman “to endeavor to’ better bis condition, 
because if by his efforts he made more money it 
was taken away from him for the support of the

officers of the Government who ruled him. There 
was no inducément for the display of industrial 
ability, which the Chinese confessedly possess. 
“China is about one-third larger in area than 
the United States. It is one of the richest nations 
on earth.* It has more coal and iron than any 
other; it has gold, silver and other minerals: a 
great extent of timber land and as fine agricul- 
tural land undeveloped as there is in any part of 


‘the world. The great plains of Mongolia are pe- 


culiarly adapted for grazing. With the resources 
of the country, love of peace and the intelligence 
of the people and with a stable republic, China 
wil] soon rank with the greatest of nations.” 


Way to Tell Age of Fish Discovered. 


NTIL within recent years there had been 
U ascertained no trustworthy way of find- 
ing out the age of fish. It has been 
shown that mere size does not indicate tue age. 
Reibish, Heincke and others have discovered that 
many of the bones, scales and otoliths of fishes 
have annual age rings, resembling those in twee 
trunks, and by means of these Wallace and 
others have determined the rate of growth of 
plaice, showing that some specimens attain he 
age of 25, or even as much. as 29 years. Age 
can now be correlated with size and weight, al- 
though it appears that the sexes have a different 
rate of growth.

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HE news of the death of Viscount Tredegar, 

T a survivor of the charge of the Light Bri- 

gade at the battle of Balaklava in the Cri- 

mean War, which was cabled from London recent- 

ly recalls a letter which the Vis »unt wrote im- 
mediately after the battle. 

The letter is dispassionate, cold almost, writ- 
ten as it was before the historic importance of the 
subject was realized. I[t is dated “Balaklava, Oct. 
31, 1854," and Lord Tredegar wrote: “On out- 
lying picket, with my vedettes and the Cossacks 
taring each other in the face. A _ bitter cold, 
frosty day, with a northeast wind.” And the let- 
ters goes on: 

“There is a sloping plain in front of the village, 
at the top of which, at a distance of about a mile, 
there is a succession of redoubts, made out of nat- 
ural hillocks, which run right across it, into which 
detachments of Turks had been placed, with guns 
from one of our men-o’-war. The cavalry were en- 
camped about half way up the plain on the left 
from Balaklava. The enemy had several times 
made attempts to attack our position, but had al- 
ways retired after a few shots. 

“However, on the night of the 24th, being fn 
great force, they managed to bring some guns into 
position, and about 5:30 o’clock in the morning, 
when we were sitting shivering or going through 
our usual morning parvde, began hammering away 
from the big redoubt on the right at the forward 
columns of infantry, they being the most unsup- 
ported. 

‘We had only one English regiment on the field 
—the Ninety-third Highlanders—which were 
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drawn up in lines in front of the entrance to Bala- 
klava. The Turks fired a few shots from the re- 
doubt, but were evidently in a fright, and, from 
the badness of their firing, | began to fancy that 
all was not right. * * * 

The Russians advanced steadily, and then—‘we 
heard a horrid cheer, and the Russians had gained 
the redoubt, and with it two of our 22-pounders. ! 
could have cried. . 

“The enemy had soon a field battery up there, 
which commenced opening upon the cavalry, and 
compelled them to retire slowly out of range, 
which we did, leaving the Ninety-third apparently 
unsupported. The enemy, seeing this, then took 
courage, and sent dewn a huge body of cavalry. 
We saw all, sitting still, our swords tightly 
grasped in our hands ane our *™ se our horses’ 
sides, burning to be let loose upon them: but the 
order came not, and it was, perhaps, as well that 
it did not, as the Ninety-third received their 
charge in line and causec them by a couple of ypl- 
leys to turn and run away at their x. 
pace. * * * 

“The Light Brigade at that time, in my o, inion, 
was in a position from which, by a dashing u..- 
neuver from the right, we might have come down 
vpon them in their retreat and cut them off i» a 
man; but the opportunity was missed, and very 
galling it was to all of us.

When Buffalo gave a great concert in Conven- 
tion Hall in aid of the San Francisco fire suffer- 
ers Nina Morgana was the star soloist. 

People began urging her parents to send her to 
Italy to have her voice trained. This was easy 
for them to say, but difficult to carry out, for it 
costs much money to stay in Italy for several! 
vears and study under a good teacher, and the 
Morganas were richer im children than in money. 

One of the older girls, Angelina, was studying 
medicine. Her parents had denied themselves 
much that she might become a physician. She had 
already spent two years in the hospitals. But An- 
gelina consented to sacrifice herself for little 
Nina. She agreed to give up her career in medi- 
cine and help to support her mother and the other 
children while their father took Nina to Milan to 
learn how to use that glorious voice of hers. 


Hard Work and Economy. 

The years they spent in Milan ‘were years of 
hard work and the strictest economy. They could 
not even afford to buy tickets for the gallery of 
Lu Scala, though it is considered an essential part 
O: a singer’s education to go to the opera and lis- 
ten to the great singers. 

“I had been two years in Milan before I was 
ever in La Scala,’ said Nina Morgana in telling 
of those days. “And the first time I entered its 
dcors it was to sing.”’ 


She had a famous teacher, Teresa Arkel, a 
former star of La Scala. So rapidly did she 
progress that after a year’s study she was allowed 
to make her debut before the public. This was 
(wo years ago, in the opera house at Alessandria. 
when she was only 18. These debuts of pupils at 
the opera house of the smaller cities of Italy are 
a regular part of a musical education. The Italian 
public, even of the country towns, is keenly criti- 
cal, and voices its approval or disapproval in no 
uncertain way. 

The Alessandria experiment was such a success 
that Nina Morgana repeated it in other cities. A 
year later she was invited to sing for the director 
of La Scala, and the supreme moment in the life 
of a music student had come. So pleased was the 
directof that a few days later he sent word that 
he wanted Nina to sing the Forest Bird in “Sieg- 
fried.” 

“I had only three days’ notice,” said Miss Mor- 
gana, “and I had to spend all my time learning 
the part, which, though brief, contains some ex- 
tremely difficult passages. Fortunately, they sing 
the German operas in Italian at La Scala and not 
in German, as they do her’. At that time I knew 
scarcely any German. I .was fearfully scared 
when I went to the theater. Fortunately again, 
the role is sung behind the Scenes, sO my ordeal 


was lessened by not having to face tre audience.” | 


The critical Milanese—probably the most keen- 


ly discriminating in the world, ind the most ruth- 


less in expressing disapproval—rewerded the un- 
known and unseen singer with the most generous 
applause. This insured her success. A tour of 
ljaly followed, with success everywhere. 

Last year Nina Morgana returned home. Buf- 
falo had heard now and then reports of the ca- 
reer of its little pet, so, when a concert by her 
was announced Convention Hall was jammed.

net; the directors of the opera house do not want 
any singers but those who are famous. 

Oscar Hammerstein heard her. He, too, was 
turilled by the silvery beauty of Nina’s soprano 
vuice. But he was not putting on any opera at 
the moment, so he had nothing he could give -her. 
Then came his son, Arthur, who had produced 
“The Firefly,” and was looking for an under- 
study for Trentini. Arthur Hammerstein is not 
hampered by a board of directors that demands 
ffme as a, preréquisite to engagement. He has 
confidence in his own judgment, and is willing 
to gamble on the New York public agreeing with 
him. As soon as he heard her sing a few arias 
from the operas he knew she was capable of 
taking the place of Trentini should the latter 
break down. 

To try her out he gave a special concert at the 
Casino in the middle of January, coupling Nina 
Morgana’s name with that of Orville Harrold. So 
favorable was her reception by the critics and the 
public that he at once announced her engage- 
ment and put her on to sing Trentini’s part in 
“The Firefly’ at Wednesday matinees and such 
other performances as the star might be indis- 
posed.

Her Best ‘Roles. 


Nina Morgana is essentially a coloratura so- 
prano. She is most at home in such roles as 
Amina in “La Sonnambula,” Leila in “Les Pech- 
eurs de Perles,” Abino in “L’Elisir d’Amore,” Ro- 
sina in “Il Barbiere di Seviglia,” Gilda in “Rigo- 
letto.”’ 

She is heard to the best advantage in such pas- 
sages as the cadenza toward the close of the waltz 
song in “Mireille,” where her voice ripples alone 
dcwn the chromatic scale in a tinkling cascade 
of staccato half tones, while the accompaniment 
waits to catch her at the bottom of the slide. 

Any veteran musician will tell you that to do 
this and be exactly in tune with the accompani- 
ment when it catches you is a feat that only the 
most skillful of singers with the most exquisite 
ear can perform. When Miss Morgana did this a 
few nights ago in a.concert at Aeolian Hall the 
whole house rose in a whirlwind of applause. 

Off the stage Nina Morgana is like a jolly 
schoolgirl—except when posing before a camera, 
when she is like a Carmelite nun who cannot go 
to see her dying mother, so serious and sad does 
her expression become. But her laugh is a ripple 
of music, and she has the funniest little chuckle 
—exactly like a squirrel chattering in glee over a 
choice nut—which she occasionally uses on the 
stage with most amusing effect.

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Bred by Science, It 
Might Have Lived 
to Become Most 
Eminent of Its 
Kind, Had the 
Wise Men Remem- 
bered That a Frog 
Needs Air as Well 


as Water 


HIS is a sad story—prob- 
ably the saddest 
echoing down the hall of 
a biological laboratory 
and this is saying a 
great deal, for every 
kind of scientific experi- 
ment is deeply beset 
with just such tragedies. 

It relates the death, 
premature and most la- 
mented, of the only fa- 
therless frog, probably, 

this ancient world has ever known. And as there 
has been life upon the earth, and possibly frogs, 
for perhaps 1,000,000 years, you will see that this 
covers a rather long period of time. 

If there ever was another * ~-as ap accident 
and no human being ever knew about it. This 
was not an accident, but literally the fruit of 
long years of scientific research; and that is why 
its death was so great a loss. 

Also, the story has a most moving moral, which is that—but this 
will come at the end, as all good morals should. 

Even people who take very little interest in such matters are 
vaguely aware that a very wonderful work is being done at the In- 
stitute for Medical Research founded by Mr. Rockefeller and directed 
with such unusua] skill by Dr. Simon Flexner. The remarkable 
feature of this institution is that its members are working in such 
varied directions—on what are called practical matters—-life, fevers, 
cancers and asphyxiation, and then again on some of the deepest 
problems of life and its beginning. 

Among these latter there never has been any which has more 
deeply interested the human mind than the miracle of birth and the 
mystery of sex. But it is only within the last 30 or 40 years that 
we have come to know anything very definite about them. First 
the microscope had to reveal, then establish, that practically every 
living thing save the very lowest is made up of two elements which 
for lack of any better phrase we usually speak of as male and fe 
male. This is true of plants as well as animals, of the rose or the 
moss that grows upon the rock. 

Of all the men who have labored in this fascinating field there 
is none who has penetrated so far or gained so deep an insight as 
Prof. Jacques Loeb, who was called to the Rackefeller Institute 
largely because of the amazing things which he has done with some 
of the lowlier types of animal life. 

German born and educated as a physician, Dr. Loeb came to this 
country 20 years ago. It was his work at the Marine Laboratory at 
Woods Hole on Buzzards Bay that first attracted wide attention. It 
was there that he began to play with the life germs as if they were 
so many chemical compounds. Not only that, but he made chemi- 
cal compounds take the place of some of the life elements in their 
combinations, and altogether treated that mysterious substance 
called protoplasm—the life substance—as if it were so much salt 
or sugar. 

Dr. Loeb was the first to show that in various ways the eggs of 
some of the lower marine animals like sea urchins and starfishes 
could be made to develop without the intervention of the male ele- 
ment. He could take the sea urchin’s eggs and put them into various 
salt solutions, shake them up and make them begin to grow! The 
thing was so astonishing that at first even biologists refused to be 
lieve it; and it is said that a distinguished American physician 
who was asked regarding these revolutionary experiments reported 
that the thing was simply a fake. 3 

The poor man is dead now, and probably never knew of his blunder. 

But Dr. Loeb kept on with his experiments, doing more and more 
disturbing things until finally he could no longer be ignored. Then 
people who did not like the drift of his ideas tried to discredit them 
by saying that in these starfish and sea urchins’ eggs the male ele- 
ment must exist and merely needed to be shaken up for growth to 
begin in the usual way. 

What is known as “parthenogenesis” or virgin birth is not rare 
aniong the lower animals, as for example the bees, in part. Dr. 
Loeb’s work was called artificial parthenogenesis. 

But his opponents said it was not artificial at all, and that it 
would entirely fail when it came to the higher animals where sex 
had come clearly to show. In sea urchins, for instance, there is no 
sharp division. 

This is why the fatherless frog came to be. 

It was very early found that the eggs of vertebrate animals, even 
of the lower forms like the frogs. could not be made to grow with- 
out uniting with the sperm, as the sea urchins will. And the reason 
of this was a mystery. 

Then a French worker in this field showed that it was merely a 
question, as it Were, of shell. The eggs of the lower animals are 
soft-shelled or rather have a soft envelope, while the eggs of the 
higher animals have a hard shell, or to speak more accurately, a 
tough envelope. 

It was found however, that if this tough covering was pierced 
with a needle éven frogs’ eggs could be made to grow without the

‘sperm. And so Prof. Loeb set to work to grow a truly fatherless frog. 
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You would never imagine this frog had no 


10,000 eggs that were punctured only | 
two of one variety got so far as the 


tadpole stage; then even these died. But, of 
another variety, out of 700 eggs two more 
reached the tadpole stage. But only one of these 
got any further. But this one grew to be a real 
live green frog, very young and immature, but 
still a living animal. | 

For five months Prof. Loéb and his assistants 
watched over this poor little lonesome frog al-{ 
most hour by hour. And one withering hot day 
they came and found it was dead. 

So it never grew up, and never learned to talk 
even in frog language. Did it die a natural death? 
Was it ill-fitted for this rough world? No, there 
is a horrible suspicion that its death was purely 
accidental, and that if Prof. Loeb and his assist- 
ants had not been so ignorant of the way that 
frogs naturally grow up this little specimen might 
have lived! It was probably drowned! 

You se, that -fter they quit the tadpole 
stage frogs have to come out of the water and 
get air, and Prof. Loeb did not know just when 
this ought to be. So it is quite possible that it 
swam around until its strength was exhausted 
and then gave up, like a victim of the sea. 

Of course, there were other possibilities. Al- 
ready in its early age it may have begun to real- 
ize that it never had a father as ordinary frogs 
do; and that when it grew up and came to go out 
in the society of other frogs it would be pointed 
to as something with a very strange family his- 
tory. So it might have died of sheer shame. 

If it had only known that out of the billions of 
billions of frogs which, through millions of years 
have come into the world, it was the first of its 
kind! 

You do not need to be told the moral. It is so 
clear. * You should not bring children into the 
world unless you know how to bring them wp!
